WHEN PRESIDENT GEORGE BUSH, 
DURING HIS RECENT STATE 
VISIT TO CHINA, TRIED TO EXIT - 


unsuccessfully — through a locked door, he 
grimaced, sported a mock grin, and then 
said: “I was trying to escape. It didn’t work.” 
(See picture, upper right.) 

That split-second of real-life slapstick is a 
freeze frame of the American war in Iraq. 
We're stuck. And the only way to get un- 
stuck is to get out — and to get out now 

Several days before the hapless Bush took 
the wrong door in China, Congressman John 
Murtha of Pennsylvania — a ranking mem- 
ber of the Defense Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee who voted to support the war, anda 
retired Marine Corps colonel who was deco- 
rated for bravery in Vietnam — made a com- 
pelling case for withdrawal: 

“The war in Iraq is not going as adver- 
tised. It is a flawed policy wrapped in an il- 
lusion. The American public is way ahead of 
us. The United States and coalition troops 
have done all that they can in Iraq. It is time 
to change direction.” 

These are not the words of a tofu-eating 
peacenik. They come from a blue-collar, 
mainstream Democrat who is far more pro- 
military than most readers of this newspaper. 

To understand the war, Murtha says, you 
have to personalize it. He has been visiting 
wounded and maimed troops at Bethesda 
and Walter Reed hospitals almost every 
week since the outbreak of the war. The 
troops are, he says, demoralized. 

By going to war without enough troops, 
by trying to maintain peace without enough 
equipment against a bloody insurgency that 
no one foresaw, by forcing troops to serve 
two or three tours of duty while their fami- 
lies languish at home without proper social 
support, George Bush has exacted a terrible 
price from our men and women in uniform, 

Murtha, in effect, wants US troops out 
of Iraq within six months. He calls fora 
quick-reaction force to be stationed in the 
region with an “over-the-horizon presence 
of Marines.” These troops would aid Iraqi 
troops and troops from other nations who, 
he believes, will fill the void left by the 
United States. 

Studies show that more than 80 percent 
of Iraqis oppose the continued presence of 
coalition troops on their soil and that 45 per- 
cent believe that attacks on our troops are 
justified. It’s time for President Bush and 
his chief apologist, Vice-President Dick 
Cheney, to ask themselves this: If the people 
we are trying to “save” don’t want us, what 
are we doing there? 

The answer is simple: Bush, Cheney, and 
Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld, the 
third stooge of the arrogant yet inept trio, 
are trying to save face. 

The price so far: almost 2100 American

dead, more than 15,500 seriously wounded, 
an estimated 50,000 cases of battle fatigue, 
and reports of Iraqi civilian deaths begin- 
ning at 30,000. 

For what? A monster of a dictator, Sad- 
dam Hussein, is in custody and awaiting 
trial for crimes against his people. Most of 
his top lieutenants have been captured or 
been killed. But in the course of ousting a 
dictator, we have created a wasteland. 

Just as the 1970 invasion of Cambodia by 
Richard Nixon during the Vietnam War 
destabilized Southeast Asia and led to the 
bloody genocide of the Khmer Rouge, so it 
looks as if our war in Iraq has turned the 
once awful nation of Iraq into an even worse 
place. It is no longer an imagined center for 
international terrorism; it’s the real thing. 

As America sank deeper and deeper into 
the Vietnam quagmire, Senator George 
Aiken, a craggy-faced Republican from Ver- 
mont, offered this exit strategy: 

Declare victory and get out. 

Senator Aiken was right then; Congress- 
man Murtha is right now, It’s time to bring 
our troops home. 


A WELCOME DEVELOPMENT 
The news that Israeli prime minister Arie] 
Sharon is abandoning the conservative 
Likud Party, which he helped found, to start 
a more centrist party open to territorial com- 
promise with the Palestinians is another 
sliver of hope for those of us who are both 
dedicated to the survival of Israel and sup- 
portive of an independent Palestinian state. 
More often than not, the odds of achiev- 
ing those goals seem minuscule. But it is 
possible — from time to time — to make 
something like progress, as the Israeli with- 
drawal from the Gaza Strip demonstrated. 
Whether that progress can take root and 
flourish remains to be seen. Nothing truly 
substantial and transformative can be ac- 
complished until a viable party emerges 


from the swamp of infighting that has 
plagued the Palestinian community since 
long before Arafat’s death. 

Ten years ago, few would have speculat- 
ed, let alone suggested, that Ariel Sharon — 
the architect, after all, of Israel’s divisive 
settlement policy — might be the man who 
secured Israel’s borders by negotiating the 
birth of a Palestinian state. 

And we're not saying that will happen. 
But Israel, through the unlikely figure of 
Sharon, is taking steps that could lead to 
peace, What are the Palestinians doing? And 
what is international public and political 
opinion doing to spark movement? 

The sooner those questions are taken 
seriously, the sooner another sliver of hope 
will shine in the Middle East. 


“BAD CRAZINESS” 

Kissy face is not a game you’d expect the 
New York Times or the Washington Post to play 
with any White House, let alone with the 
anal-retentive users and liars who populate 
the Bush administration. 

But that’s what Judith Miller, formerly of 
the New York Times, and Bob Woodward, still 
of the Washington Post, did. They wittingly let 
themselves, and unwittingly let the newspa- 
pers that employed them, be used by a gang 
of political scoundrels of the sort the late Dr. 
Hunter S. Thompson called “Greed Heads.” 

While far from perfect, the Times and the 
Post have, better than many establishment 
news outfits, tried to hold the Bushies’ feet 
to the fire. Too bad they didn’t hold their 
celebrity journalists to the same standards 
as the working stiffs. If Bush is guilty, what 
does that make Miller and Woodward?

“MUSIC, MOVIES, BUT MAINLY SOFTWARE” 


The US Army’s attempt to address rape and sexual 
assault within its ranks is admirable — and neces- 
sary, given the shockingly high rates of these types 
of crimes within the military as a whole. (1700 cas- 
es of sexual assault were reported in 2004 in all four 
branches, a 25 percent increase from 2003. Break- 
downs for each branch were not available.) But a 
proposed sexual-assault database — ostensibly in- 
tended to track sexual-assault trends — that the 
Army is scheduled to implement on November 25, 
may prove to be a step in the wrong direction. 

Women’s organizations and victims’-rights ad- 
vocates are speaking out against the Sexual As- 
sault Data Management System Files, claiming 
that the new information clearing-house will 
jeopardize privacy and confidentiality, and there- 
fore discourage victims from reporting their cases. 

“The database almost seems designed to pre- 
vent women from reporting sexual assault, which 
would not be inconsistent with the military’s 
past posture,” says National Organization of 
Women (NOW) president Kim Gandy. 

According to a notice published in the Federal 
Register on October 25, the database (which will be 
used only by authorized personnel) will collect 
everything from victims’ names, social-security 
numbers, and demographic information, to mili- 
tary data, DNA-processing results, and medical- 
treatment reports. (This is much more detailed 


information than is collected by civilian centers 
such as the Boston Area Rape Crisis Center.) It 
will also include information about investigatory 
and disciplinary proceedings. The database will 
not include information about offenders who are 
dealt with administratively (as many are), howev- 
er, nor will it collect detailed information about 


alleged assailants. 


Its purpose, Army spokesman Hank Minitrez 


wrote in an e-mailed statement, is in line with the 
Department of Defense’s “ongoing commitment to 
eliminate incidents of sexual assault. . . . [I]t is our 
intent that continued command emphasis and 
training initiatives help soldiers recognize sexual 
assault as a crime that needs to be reported and cre- 
ate more of a willingness to report incidents.” 

But not everyone with these concerns gathers 
data this way. “You don’t have to collect some- 
one’s name and social-security number to collect 
trend information,” says Anita Sanchez, spokes- 
woman for the Miles Foundation, a Connecticut- 
based nonprofit organization that offers services 
to armed-forces members who are victims of sex- 
ual violence. “We collect numbers,” she says of 
the foundation’s aggregate-data collection. “We 
don’t attach numbers to names. And that’s what 
they’re trying to do with this database.” 

On November 17, NOW sent an e-mail urging its 


with comments about the database; 3000 people 
used NOW’s automatic comment generator to do 
so. Minitrez could not say how many comments 
had been received; nor could he confirm whether 
or not the database will launch as planned. 

Last year, Congress mandated that the Depart- 
ment of Defense fix its broken policies related to 
sexual misconduct. Among other provisions, the 
military was required to come up with law- 
enforcement and health-care protocols for dealing 
with victims of sexual assault, confidentiality 
guidelines, a revamped definition of what consti- 
tutes sexual assault, and more thorough reporting 
methods. Since then, the military has instituted 
more training, education, and prevention strate- 
gies across the board, and applied them to com- 
manders on down to junior enlisted officers. Still, 
many of the requirements, including the law- 
enforcement and health-care pieces, remain unmet.

Numbers Game 


Now the BPD tells us... 


On November 8, Bostonians 
elected their mayor and city 
councilors. One week later, the 
Boston Police Department (BPD) 
finally made good on its prom- 
ise to release up-to-date prelim- 
inary crime data on its Web site 
(www. cityofboston.gov/police/ 
crimeStats.asp). From now on, 
citizens can see unofficial crime 
numbers — citywide and bro- 
ken down by neighborhood — 
that are just a few days old. 
Good timing for Mayor 
Thomas Menino, Had the data 
been posted earlier, the public 
could have gone to the polls 
knowing that there was a5.5 
percent increase in violent crime 


in 2005 (not that it would have 
changed the electoral outcome). 
Instead, as of Election Day the 
BPD Web site contained figures 
only through July. That three- 
month data gap is typical of 
what has been publicly available 
in the past — and why many 
had called for posting of the un- 
official, preliminary data. 

The numbers since the last 
official update are particularly 
bad. From August 1 through No- 
vember 16 (the most recent up- 
date at press time), violent crime 
was up 6.6 percent over the 
same period last year. Aggravat- 
ed assaults were up more than 
10 percent over the same period.

There is good news too: 
overall crime is down seven per- 
cent year-to-date, thanks toa 
sharp decline in vehicle theft 
and larceny. But all four cate- 
gories of violent crime — homi- 
cide, rape, robbery, and aggra- 
vated assault — have risen. 

The department insists that 
politics played no role in the 
timing of the new data-posting 
system’s debut. “There was no 
hold-up, no delay,” says BPD 
media-relations director 
Thomas Sexton. “The election 
doesn’t affect what we want to 
communicate. That was the 
fastest we could get it done.”

Torture Debate 


Sam Adams goes 


to Guantanamo 


“We do not torture!” says the president, jabbing his 
finger pugnaciously into the air. That is, uh, debatable, 
to say the least. So let’s have at it. 

On Thursday, December 1, the Massachusetts Apple- 
seed Center for Law and Justice (MACLJ) hosts a debate 
between Professor David Cole, of Georgetown University 
Law Center, and Professor Amos Guiora, of Case Western 
Reserve University School of Law, at the Old South Meet- 
ing House, once home to the fiery protest meetings that 
led to the Revolutionary War. At issue: the rights of de- 
tainees at Camp Delta, the razor-wired redoubt at Guanta- 
namo Bay. 

How should the US government treat detained terror- 
ist suspects? What, if any, are their rights? Should the 
rules be bent when trying to prevent attacks? Does any- 





War On Terrorism (New Press) in which he exposes human- 
rights abuses at Guantanamo and looks at the long histo- 
Ty of government’s quashing of dissent in the name of se- 
curity. “The lesson of history is that what the government 
does to non-citizens in the name of security will eventual- 
ly be extended to citizens,” he writes. “The transition may 
take many years, or it may happen swiftly. But it will 
happen.” 

Professor Guiora, a former lieutenant colonel in the Is- 
raeli military who helped capture the PLO warship 
Karine A, sees things differently. “The greatest contempo- 
rary challenge faced by liberal-democratic societies in 
confronting terrorism,” he’s said, “is the dilemma of bal- 
ancing the legitimate national-security interests of the 
state and the civil liberties of the individual.”

thing go? While the debate will ostensibly focus on Gitmo 
and its prisoners, the topic is all the more germane with 
the recent reports of CIA-sponsored “black sites” in Thai- 
land, Afghanistan, and secret spots in Eastern Europe 
where Al Qaeda suspects are interrogated in ways we 
know not how. President Bush’s peevish protestations

It’s happening in 
Abu Ghraib, and all these other places that just came out.”

Here in the capital of the bluest of blue states, it’s not 
too hard to guess what side of this ideological fence most 
members of the audience will be on. 

“I'm really looking to Professor Guiora to make a 
strong case,” says Albeck. “And to kind of throw people for 
a loop. Otherwise it would just be too simple. It is a com- 
plex issue, and he does have some ground to stand on.” 

Whatever your opinions on torture and the treatment 
of prisoners, this promises to be an enlightening and 
provocative exploration of a hugely important issue, Al- 
beck says. “It reflects on America. And who we are in 
the world.

“SNEAKER ACTIVIST’ 
PETITIONS FOR 
PAIR OF MCFLYS 


Remember Marty McFly’s grey 
moon-boot-styled Nikes from Back to 
the Future II? The Velcro-ankle- 
strapped ones Michael J. Fox wore 
in 2015 as he zipped around on that 
cool Mattel hovercraft? Those high- 
topped thick-soled kicks you could 
never buy? 

Al Cabino, a hard-core sneaker- 
head from Montreal, remembers 
them well. So well that he wants 
his own pair. Minor problem: Nike 
never actually made any for public 
consumption — McFly’s futuristic 
shoes were movie props. 

So last week the self-described 
“sneaker activist” created an online 
petition “to request that Nike create 
a pair of these kicks to be sold to the 
public.” He plans to hand-deliver 
the petition to Nike’s Oregon head- 
quarters when he gets “a re- 
spectable amount” of signatures. 

“We're talking the most mythi- 
cal sneaker in film history,” says a 
fast-talking Cabino, who won't di- 
vulge his age or day job (“I like to be 
mysterious”), over the phone from 
Canada. “The Holy Grail of the 
movie sneaker is the McFly one.” 

Cabino thinks that with enough 
support, Nike might respond. He 
points out that other famous film 
sneakers like, say, Eddie Murphy's 
Adidas kicks from Beverly Hills Cop, 
have been available for purchase. 
Plus, after a similar fan-signed pe 
tition clamoring for the yellow 
Tigers Uma Thurman wore in Kill 
Bill, Asics released them in a limit- 
ed-edition run of 1500. And there’s 
been this rumor that Nike had 
planned to make the McFlys any- 
way. “There was actually a street 





legend that in 2015 these sneakers 
would be made available by Nike,” 
says Cabino. “But I’m not going to 
wait 10 years. Almost 900 people 
that signed [the petition] so far, 
they don’t want to wait 10 years. I 
coined the term ‘sneaker activist 
and I’m going to get some change.” 

This past Sunday, three “celebri 
ty” autographs appeared among the 
online signatures: Nicole Richie’s fi

of course, was that Maura Henni- 
gan was out of the race, while 
John Connolly and Sam Yoon were 
in. Not only did each of those two 
easily surpass the skimpy $105,583 
Hennigan spent on her 2003 coun- 
cil re-election campaign, but to- 
gether they nearly equaled the 
$623,000 Hennigan spent running 
for mayor this year. 

Connolly (who lost) and Yoon 
(who won) also outspent three 
prominent candidates — Felix Ar- 
Toyo, Steve Murphy, and Patricia 
White — who each spent less this 
year than in 2003, and, in fact, far 
less than they expected to. Inter- 
viewed by the Phoenix back in 
April, Arroyo said the “minimum” 
he needed was $200,000; Murphy 
planned to raise $250,000; and

White called $200,000 a “base- 
line” for running citywide. Of the 
three, White spent the most at 
$168,546. 

Council president Michael Fla- 
herty, who was supposedly in 
danger of failing to top the ticket, 
upped his spending from a then- 
record $403,672 in ’o03 toa hair un- 
der a half-million bucks this time 
around — and ended up expand- 
ing his margin of victory. In the 
end, he spent $10 for each vote he 
received. Second-ranked spender 
Connolly also shelled out $10 per 
vote, but his $331,202 amounted to 
nothing on election night. Felix 
Arroyo had the best bargain of the 
race, spending only $3 per vote 
and keeping his seat.

BEHIND THE GOVERNOR’S 
PROCRASTINATION 


Why won’t Governor Mitt Romney 
declare whether he plans to seek 
re-election? One popular explana- 
tion — carefully cultivated by the 
Romney camp in recent weeks — 
is that the governor wants to get a 
few more things done, with 
health-care reform topping the 
list, before he makes himself a 
lame duck. Then again, maybe 
Romney isn’t actually procrasti- 
nating: after all, the governor said 
he’d announce his plans this fall — 
and as Romney’s spokeswoman 
Julie Teer helpfully noted a few 
days ago, fall actually runs through 
December 20. (It’s so easy to forget!) 
There’s a third possibility, 
however. Romney may not want 
to announce that he’s leaving af- 
ter one term — thereby confirm- 
ing that he’s seeking the Republi- 
can presidential nomination for 
2008 — until the upcoming annu- 
al conference of the Republican 
Governors Association is over. 
Originally, the RGA’s 2005 confab 
— at the La Costa Resort & Spa in 
lovely Carlsbad, California — was 
supposed to take place from No- 
vember 16 through November 18. 


But then the RGA rescheduled the 
event for November 30 through 
December 2. 

The RGA’s yearly elections are 
usually pretty straightforward: a 
new vice-chair is picked, and the 
outgoing vice-chair is elevated to 
the chair’s post. But if Romney — 
who served as RGA vice-chair this 
year, and could use the chair- 
man’s job as a potent campaign 
platform throughout 2006 — 
makes his exit from Massachu- 
setts official before he actually be- 
comes the RGA’s new number one, 
there’s a chance, albeit a small 
one, that his fellow Republican 
governors might reconsider and 
give the chairmanship to someone 
else. Just like that, Romney could 
kiss loads of free PR goodbye. 

In other words, don’t give the 
governor too much credit. 
Whether he’s waiting for the RGA 
to make things official, trying to 
add a few more notches to his gu- 
bernatorial belt, or some combina- 
tion of the two, one thing is cer- 
tain: as always, Romney is his 
own first priority.

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Q) Reverend Run was invited to the 
Karmaloop party last Thursday at the 
Underbar. But old-school rap’s most famous 
preacher didn’t make it. Clinton Sparks, 
hip-hop’s iiber DJ from Dorchester, did 
make it, however, along with the girls in 
the fake-fur-lined coats and the high-heeled 
boots, and a guy in a T-shirt that pro- 
claimed “I love Ass.” 

Greg Selkoe is the dude responsible for 
the Thursday-night Theater District throw- 
down, a launch party for Karmaloop Boston 
— the two-month-old brick-and-mortar 
version of Selkoe’s locally based, interna- 
tionally recognized “online streetwear 
boutique” Karmaloop.com. Earlier in the 
evening during the open-bar VIP reception, 
the host was pumping hands and smooching 
cheeks in a sleek black suit. But when 
Sparks turned the party on smash, Selkoe 
changed into his more comfortable clothes: 
designer T-shirt, jeans, sneakers — you 
know, streetwear. 

“People usually go, ‘What the hell is 
streetwear?’” Selkoe said the previous 
afternoon, over sauerbraten and spaetzle 
at Jacob Wirth’s. He illustrated the point 
by playfully accosting the waitress with 
my voice recorder for her take on 
streetwear. She lurched back and pleaded, 
“You've got the wrong person!” It’s clear 
Selkoe’s speaking a different language. 

But as Selkoe, like any CEO worth his 
street salt, will tell you, streetwear is more 
than the sum of its parts (parts like Fidel 
Castro hats, slick tracksuit jackets, hoodies, 
vests, blazers, and messenger bags). It’s 
a“culture.” And talking up that lifestyle 
brand has not only drawn nearly a million 
unique visitors a month to Karmaloop.com, 
but gotten Selkoe invited to speak at aca- 
demic forums alongside the CEO of Pepsi. 
He’s also been lauded by the press as a 
“Gen-Y trendsetter,” even though at 32 he’s 
“slightly out of” the 18-to-28 demographic. 
He grins boyishly. “I feel like I’m an hon- 
orary Gen-Y.” 

Selkoe started Karmaloop in 1999, as the 
e-commerce industry was crashing. People 
told him he was crazy. He didn’t agree. “It’s 
just a no-brainer: catalogues have been 
around for 100 years, they’re getting more 
dynamic, more interesting, more unique. 
[Karmaloop’s] a catalogue, basically.” But 
the key to Karmaloop’s success was convincing

brands like Adidas, Puma, and Freshjive 
that “we’re not going to sell the most of 
your brand at first, but we will represent 
your brand better than anyone else online.” 

Selkoe convinced them, he said, cracking 
up,“because I’m so full of shit.” He paused. 
“Nah, I’m a good talker.” What Selkoe 
means is that to become an “urban-fashion 
powerhouse” like Karmaloop, you have to 
act like you’re an urban-fashion powerhouse 
even if you’re, well, house-less. Which for 
Karmaloop’s first few years, Selkoe was. 
“For a long time, | lived at home and 
[Karmaloop] was in my parents’ basement. 
I would literally pack the boxes, take the 
subway to work, and drop the boxes off at 
the mailbox.” His then-girlfriend-now- 
wife Dina, a Fletcher School grad, pitched 
in as Karmaloop’s creative director. 

Growing up in the early ’8o0s in Jamaica 
Plain’s Moss Hill, one of the city’s more 
affluent neighborhoods, and having an in- 
terest in graffiti culture and break-dancing 
(his specialty was the head-spin), Selkoe 
has always been into sneakers, T-shirts, 
and sweatshirts. At Jacob Wirth’s he wore 
a limited-edition collaboration between 
Adidas and the Swedish company We: green 
crayfish-patterned low-tops with yellow laces 
and brown-leather stripes. But he insisted 
he’s not a sneakerhead. Nor is he a fashion- 
ista. “When I have interviews with people 
and they’re very serious about fashion, they 
wind up disappointed, amused, or angry, 
one of the three.” He admitted, “[Clothing] 
hasn’t been my number-one love. Urban 
planning, building environments, is definite- 
ly my number one. I like the idea of building 
something like [Karmaloop], building a 
business and a culture — that’s the type 
of thing that really turns me on.” 

That’s specifically why he’s kept 
Karmaloop in Boston. He’s creating a 
niche that’s mostly been absent in this 
fashion disaster of a town. “We're certainly 
helping Boston’s name in the streetwear 
world,” he said, sticking a fork into a bowl 
of apple strudel. “We make jokes about it 
too. Like ‘We’re from Boston, the fashion

LEAD STORY 

“Cow tipping” (the legendary prank of sneaking up on 
a dozing cow and pushing it over) was exposed as a 
near-impossibility by researchers at the University of 
British Columbia, according to a November report in 
the Times of London. Calculating the newtons of force re- 
quired to topple an average cow (estimating the angles 
between left hooves, right hooves, and the point of 
push; and the resistance of the cow to downward pres- 
sure), Dr. Margo Lillie found that two people could ex- 
ert the required force only if the cow made no reaction 
at all to the initial touch, but that more than likely, a 
successful tipping would require at least five people. 


CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

Prozac Nations: an official adviser to the Blair government 
warned in September that Britain urgently needed 250 
special treatment centers, staffed by 10,000 therapists, 
to deal with what he called the country’s “biggest social 
problem”: a national epidemic of “unhappiness.” And in 
October, German companies donated the equivalent of 
about $35 million for a media campaign to make their 
fellow citizens feel better about themselves. (Sample 
script: “Outdo yourself. Beat your wings and uproot trees. 
You are the wings. You are the tree. You are Germany.”) 

Prominent Spanish entertainer Juan Manuel Fer- 
nandez Montoya (a/k/a Farruquito), 23, was married in 
Seville in September to a teenage bride in a televised 
ceremony that included, for the cameras, the so-called 
Gypsy custom of the “test of the handkerchief,” in 
which the bride’s friends use the garment to ascertain 
whether the “three drops of blood” (said to be present 
in a virgin) will appear. (Mrs. Fernandez Montoya evi- 
dently passed, but women’s organizations in Spain 
were outraged.) 

Japan’s professional-baseball owners’ association 
decided in August that, beginning next season, lead- 
ers of cheering sections at its games will be required 
to submit to background checks and be licensed. Per- 
mits will be required for anyone who plays drums or 
trumpets at the game, waves flags or banners, or leads 
organized chants. Owners say organized-crime gangs 
were moving into the cheering sections and shaking 
down fans for tips. 


PEOPLE DIFFERENT FROM US 
The Royal Meteorological Society, seeking evidence of 
global warming for a journal article, happened upon 
data collected by a fellow named David Grisenthwaite, 
77, of Kirkcaldy, Scotland, who logged detailed infor- 
mation about every single time he has mowed his lawn 
since 1984; he has inadvertently documented that the 
grass-growing season has grown longer lately. (Crisen- 
thwaite said he also memorizes transit-bus timetables.) 
In England’s Lincoln Crown Court, in October, 
municipal parking employee Julie Wall, 46, was sen- 
tenced to three years in prison for embezzling the 
equivalent of about $1 million over 10 years (spending 
nearly the entire amount on Elvis Presley records and 
memorabilia, most of which were found unopened at 
her home). Said her lawyer, “She simply wanted to 
own [the items].”

In November, a jury in Westmorelan@County, Pennsyl- 
vania, awarded Ken Slaby $46,200 for genital injuries 
inflicted by his vengeful ex-girlfriend, Cail O’Toole, in 
2000. While Slaby was napping (according to a report 
in the Pittsburgh Tribune-Review), O’Toole had glued Sla- 
by’s buttocks together, his penis to his abdomen, and 
his scrotum to his leg, all as payback for his having 
moved on with his life after their breakup. (O’Toole 
said it was all part of consensual sex between them, 
but she had earlier pleaded guilty to simple assault for 
the incident.)

FIGHTING WORDS

known as Melanie’s Bill. By the time the bill 
left the conference committee — where 
O’Flaherty, who co-chairs the Joint Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary, was the top House 
member — and headed to the House floor 
on the evening of October 19, two key pro- 
visions that would have made it easier 

to prosecute repeat offenders had been 
excised. 

That was bad enough. But the sur- 
rounding circumstances made matters 
much, much worse. It didn’t help that 
O’Flaherty and several other committee 
members had represented drunk drivers in 
court. But then it looked really bad when 
O’Flaherty exited the State House before 
his committee’s work was done, and be- 
fore the House as a whole had voted. And 
— most damaging of all — he did so, along 
with several other legislators, because he 
was hustling to Logan Airport to fly to Por- 
tugal for a group vacation. 

Amid the ensuing avalanche of bad 
press, O’Flaherty cut his trip short, flew 
home, and went on the offensive. Over the 
next week or two, he seemed to be every- 
where: there was a lengthy profile in the 


Globe, multiple appearances on AM talk ra- 
dio, and even a front-page piece in Bay Win- 
dows, Boston’s gay and lesbian newspaper, 
which highlighted O’Flaherty’s decision to 
support civil unions for same-sex couples. 
(He still opposes civil marriages.) 

It was, O’Flaherty readily admits, a“PR 
offensive.” Just don’t call it an apology. 
O’Flaherty — who grew up in Chelsea and 
County Kerry, Ireland, and carries himself 
with a street kid’s clenched intensity — 
now says he should have stuck around to 
defend his committee’s work. But he also 
insists that the committee’s version of the 
bill was a good one; that allegations he 
and other legislators were biased by their 
work representing drunk drivers were un- 
fair; that there was a solid legal rationale 
for the changes his committee made; and 
that the Massachusetts Senate and Gover- 
nor Mitt Romney manipulated the situa- 
tion for political gain. In fact, O’Flaherty 
seems to view the whole episode as a kind 
of political bar fight. “It had a chilling ef- 
fect on me,” O’Flaherty said during a re- 
cent interview with the Phoenix. “I felt, for 
the first time in my political career, that I

was being maligned and vilified. I’m get- 
ting kicked and punched like this” — here 
O’Flaherty holds his arms over his head, as 
though warding off blows — “and I have no 
chance to defend myself.” 

One other point worth noting: As O’Fla- 
herty tells it, his PR push had no connec- 
tion to the recently announced candidacy 
of Chris Schiavone, a gay ex-priest from 
Charlestown who just launched his bid to 
unseat O’Flaherty in next year’s Democratic 
primary. “I don’t even know the gentle- 
man,” he says. “I believe that last vote I got 
in that last election” — a landslide victory 
over challenger Kathryn Duggan in the 
2004 Democratic primary — “was an 
affirmation by the people I represent that 
I’m doing a good job. You’re always going 
to have folks that disagree with you.” 


A NEW PHASE ON GAYS 
It strains credulity, though, to suggest that 
Schiavone’s challenge wasn’t in the back of 
O’Flaherty’s mind as he made the media 
rounds. Consider the timing of the Bay Win- 
dows piece. O’Flaherty’s support of civil 
unions wasn’t breaking news; back in Sep- 
tember, the Phoenix reported O’Flaherty’s 
decision to oppose a constitutional amend- 
ment that would ban gay marriages with- 
out creating civil unions. But parlaying it 
into a front-page story in a paper with high 
readership in the gay community may have 
helped O’Flaherty keep socially liberal con- 
stituents from flocking to his challenger. 

If so, it was a smart move. Considering 
that the Democratic primary is still 10 
months away, Schiavone is off to a surpris- 
ingly fast start. This summer, he took a 
sabbatical from City Square Associates, the 
Cambridge-based market-research firm he 
founded in 1997, to complete what he calls 
the “discernment process” — a phrase that 
harkens back to his years in the priesthood 
— and decide whether to run. Among oth- 
er things, Schiavone put his employees to 
work gathering focus-group data from a 
broad section of residents of the Second 
Suffolk, which includes Charlestown and 
Chelsea. This process convinced Schiavone 
that O’Flaherty, despite being a nine-year 
incumbent with a key leadership post, is 
eminently beatable. 

It also helped Schiavone fine-tune his 
campaign message. The plan, it seems, is 
to argue that O’Flaherty’s ability to repre- 
sent his constituents is hampered by an 
unhealthy fixation on social issues. 
“Here’s what I walked away from those 
groups having learned,” Schiavone — who 
has a PhD in the epistemology and philos- 
ophy of religion from Georgetown, and 
speaks with the measured articulateness of 
an academic — tells the Phoenix. “There is a 
gigantic divide between the kinds of issues 
and concerns that voters have — these 
would be things like quality schools, safety 
on their streets, the fact that their sons 
and daughters and nieces and nephews 
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can’t get access to substance-abuse treat- 
ment — there’s a gigantic divide between 
the things voters are really concerned 
about and the issues that Gene O’Flaherty 
has decided make signature issues.” 

Schiavone may be guilty of some cam- 
paign hyperbole here. In the increasingly 
liberal Massachusetts legislature, O’Flaher- 
ty is right of center. But while he calls his 
shift on civil unions the result of a“long, 
painful process,” the fact remains that he’s 
moved left on that issue. He also opposes 
the death penalty, and is ambivalent on 
abortion rights. (O’Flaherty calls himself 
personally pro-life, but says he accepts Roev. 
Wade; Planned Parenthood League of Massa- 
chusetts gives him a “mixed” rating.) 

O’Flaherty scoffs when told of Schi- 
avone’s suggestion that he’s obsessed with 
social issues and doesn’t deliver basics for 
his constituents. “Talk to the chair of Ways 
and Means about how much money I bring 
back to my district,” he replies. (Representa- 
tive Bob DeLeo, the House Ways and Means 
chairman, calls O’Flaherty “one of the best” 
legislators when it comes to obtaining local 
budget earmarks.) Of course, the true test of 
the argument will be whether it attracts vot- 
ers next September. But framing the race 
this way could help protect Schiavone, who 
supports gay marriage, from being cast asa 
single-issue candidate. 

In addition to door knocking, churning 
out campaign mailings, and launching his 
campaign Web site, Schiavone has also been 
wooing members of Boston’s liberal political 
elite to drum up support for his candidacy. 
Last week, for example, he sat down with 
Massachusetts Democratic Party chair Phil 
Johnston. Jane Lane, Johnston’s spokesper- 
son, promises the party — which usually ab- 
stains from primary contests — will stay out 
of the O’Flaherty-Schiavone fight. Having

said that, though, she’s quick to lavish 
praise on Schiavone. “He’s a very impressive 
candidate,” Lane gushes. “Our impression 
was that this is a guy who knows the issues, 
who can articulate the concerns and issues 
of his district, who’s articulate. We were 
suggesting people to meet with, and he’d 
already met with them. For a new candi- 
date a year away from the election, that’s 
not usually on the front burner.” 

In fairness, Johnston may have been pre- 
disposed to find Schiavone impressive: dur- 
ing his talk-radio rounds earlier this month, 
O’Flaherty accused Johnston of being an in- 
competent state-party chair — an odd move 
for an embattled incumbent facing a re- 
election fight. The thing about O’Flaherty, 
though, is that this kind of behavior is 
hardly out of character. During his years in 
the legislature, he’s acquired a reputation 
for being a high-strung, volatile person 
whose quick temper frequently gets away 
from him. For example, during the debate 
over Melanie’s Bill, multiple witnesses re- 
port that O’Flaherty freely tossed F-bombs 
at dissenting legislators on the House floor. 


THE GREAT ANTAGONIZER 

Given the contrast between the way the two 
candidates comport themselves, this race 
should offer an intriguing contrast in char- 
acter types. But O’Flaherty’s penchant for 
antagonizing his fellow legislators could al- 
so have serious political consequences. One 
of the reasons incumbents are so hard to de- 
feat, at all levels of government, is that 
their colleagues tend to come to their aid, 
especially in a pinch. But the simple fact is 
that, in recent months, O’Flaherty has been 
a PR liability for both the House rank-and- 
file and House Speaker Sal DiMasi, who’s 
been weathering criticisms of his own lead- 
ership style. If O’Flaherty finds himself in a 


tough race, the help that denizens of the 
State House traditionally give to their own 
may not be forthcoming. 

Still, O’Flaherty has plenty of allies on 
Beacon Hill — and even skeptics say that 
the public caricature of him is a bit unfair. 
“You're not quite sure what you're going to 
get with him,” one State House insider says 
of O’Flaherty. “Is it going to be that kind of 
professional, serious, somber approach? Or 
one that snaps back, and makes you [step] 
backwards and say, ‘Okay! Okay!’” If the 
threat of Schiavone preys on O’Flaherty’s 
mind in the coming months — whether or 
not he admits it — constituents and legisla- 
tors may see the Good O’Flaherty with un- 
usual frequency. 

If so, he’ll be tough to beat. Consider the 
musings of Martina Jackson, executive di 
rector of Massachusetts Citizens Against 
the Death Penalty. At a legislative hearing 
on that subject earlier this year, Jackson re- 
calls, O’Flaherty “was attentive through- 
out. He asked good questions; he was in- 
credibly polite and patient; he kept his 
cool.” Then, before the House killed Gover 
nor Romney’s death-penalty bill last week, 
O’Flaherty — who opposes the death penal- 
ty — gave a speech that wowed Jackson 
even more. “He repeatedly stressed that one 
had to respect the other side — and then he 
blew them out of the water,” she says. “It 
was surgical. He took every argument that 
they might offer and eviscerated it in a very 
calm way. I thought it was masterful.” 

This, then, is the big question for the 
campaign: over the course of the next 10 
months, which Eugene O’Flaherty will 
show up? ®

she wrote items for the magazine’s signa- 
ture “Washington Whispers” column. 

She authored a story for the New York 
Press wondering whether Hillary Clinton’s 
hefty $8 million book advance was con- 
nected to Simon & Schuster’s layoff of 75 
employees that attracted attention from 
the New York Post’s “Page Six” and the Fox 
News Channel. She even played a role in 
the notorious Jayson Blair scandal, tip- 
ping the Washington Post to her discovery 
that the disgraced New York Times reporter 
had borrowed liberally from a Post story 
during a stint at the Boston Globe. 

This past September, the native of 
Madison, Wisconsin, with a masters in 
journalism from the University of Wiscon- 
sin, landed in Londonderry, New Hamp- 
shire — a placid bedroom community of 
about 25,000 — as a correspondent for the 
New Hampshire Union Leader, in Manches- 
ter, a paper once known as the ferociously 
conservative media cudgel of its late pub- 
lisher William Loeb. (It was during a 1972 
Manchester speech defending his wife 





against Union Leader attacks that Democrat- 
ic presidential candidate Ed Muskie had 
what was reported to be the ill-fated cry- 
ing jag that helped doom his campaign.) 
You could say, then, that Menge’s news- 
paper career began in earnest just 10 
weeks ago, when she tried to put down 
roots in daily journalism. 

Eight weeks later, Menge was asked to 
resign from the paper. The reporter, who 
ruffled a few feathers at the local police 
department, says she had no real inkling 
she was in trouble until she was suddenly 
summoned to that fateful termination 
meeting. She recalls Ed Domaingue, 
managing editor for news, telling her 
that she came to the paper “with a New 
York attitude. We do community journal- 
ism here.” 

The intriguing story of Menge’s brief 
but noteworthy Union Leader career is likely 
a cautionary tale. Perhaps Menge was a 
fish out of water, too aggressive and 
pushy for her environment — even if those 
same traits would allow her to flourish

elsewhere. She comes across as a serious, 
committed, and ambitious reporter, who 
at the not-so-tender age of 34 was eager to 
start a steady career in journalism. For his 
part, Domaingue sounds reasonable in his 
account of what went wrong and regretful 
that Menge’s employment didn’t work 
out. Menge is “convinced that something 
happened, and more specifically that 
someone reamed Ed Domaingue about 
me.” But police officials insist that they 
never complained about Menge. And the 
Union Leader insists that the publication did 
not cave to outside pressure against an in- 
quisitive reporter. 

In the end, what her case may illus- 
trate is just how hit-or-miss a journalism 
career can be, one filled with potholes and 
pitfalls that can either derail one’s ambi- 
tions entirely or set a course for bigger and 
better things. 


LIFE IN LONDONDERRY 
Menge doesn’t have a traditional journal- 
ist’s background. A self-described pro- 
life Catholic who “is repulsed by political 
correctness,” she spent time working for 
Republican Indiana congressman Mark 
Souder and was employed as a lobbyist 
for the National Association of Manufac- 
turers. At one point, she tended bar in 
Miami's iiber-trendy South Beach. But she 
insists that “journalism is something that 
I always wanted to do.” What started as a 
2002 internship at U.S. News & World Report 
led to work as an assistant for columnist 
John Leo and ultimately to a freelancing 
contract in which she was able to write 
features for the magazine. 

“Everything about her was positive,” 
recalls Leo. “She was efficient, loyal. She 
was as good as anybody I’ve had.” 

Menge’s résumé includes freelance 
work at such outlets as the New York Press, 
the New York Observer, the Columbia Journalism 
Review, and Surface magazine. But when 
she started looking seriously for a career 
in newspaper journalism, she found it to 
be a “frustrating experience.” As she says, 
“I was kind of caught.” Large publications 
told her she didn’t have enough experi- 
ence. Smaller places, she said, were some- 
what intimidated by her magazine back- 
ground in New York. This past summer, 
she applied for a Union Leader job, even 
though the paper’s conservative image 
was “somewhat of a deterrent.” 

“I didn’t want to get stuck working in 
the conservative media,” says Menge, call- 
ing herself more libertarian than conser- 
vative and declaring, “I’m no Bush lover.” 

On September 12 she started as the 
Londonderry correspondent, covering all 
aspects of the town other than the 
schools. Two weeks later, Menge pub- 
lished a piece stating that the town “may 
not have been on solid legal ground” 
when the council voted to reduce the 
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speed limit to 30 miles an hour. The piece 
cited a safety engineer with the Federal 
Highway Administration’s New Hamp- 
shire office who said the police study bol- 
stering the lowered speed limit had seri- 
ous problems. 

At one point she began working on 
another police story, a more controveysial 
and questionable one, that never came to 
fruition. It stemmed, she says, froma 
tip that the town’s school-resource 
officers — assigned to cover public schools 
— were working paid details while school 
was in session. 

“It piqued my interest, of course,” she 
said, adding that “it’s a very legitimate 
issue for me if someone’s not working 
when they’re supposed to be.” Acting on 
another tip, Menge says she photographed 
and spoke to one such officer working a 
detail at an intersection during school 
hours. Her reporting eventually led her 
to what she recalls was a tense meeting 
with Londonderry police chief Joseph 
Ryan, who she says told her, “there 
seems to be a pattern with you. Every 
time you come here, you’re looking for 
something negative.” 

But during that meeting, Ryan says 
“she convinced me that there was no ill 
intent” and he expresses surprise that 
Menge lost her job. 

Captain Bill Hart, press officer for the 
Londonderry police, says, “I was im- 
pressed with the way Ms. Menge handled 
what had to be a difficult situation for 
her. There are times when police and jour- 
nalists don’t see eye to eye on the job.... 
She appeared to be smart, to be both will- 
ing to ask difficult questions and appro- 
priate questions, though sometimes 
they’re not the same.” Like Ryan, Hart 
says he is surprised Menge lost her job. 





NO WARNING? 

Speaking with the Phoenix, Domaingue 
says Menge had trouble listening to her 
editors and with news judgment, and he 
says he told her “she was not adapting to 
our community-journalism approach.” 

“You don’t start with the assumption 
that everything is corrupt and you have to 
blow the lid off,” he adds. 

“I think many of the people who Mar- 
garet worked with in Londonderry found 
her reporting style to be abrasive [and] off- 
putting,” says one Union Leader colleague. 
“Personally, | was surprised she used that 
style so early on the beat.” 

Asked if her bosses issued any warning 
signs, Menge recounts that an editor 
changed the lead on her first story and 
that at another point, her editor “did get 
mad at me because I dropped the ball ona 
story.” But other than that, she says she 
got the sense she was doing well. “I’m old 
enough that I know there are sometimes 
other things that you just don’t know 
about,” Menge says. 

The issue of prior warning is one on 
which Menge and Domaingue offer very 
different accounts. 

“She was given warnings, did not pay 
heed, and is no longer with us,” says Do- 
maingue. “I have no interest in trashing 
Margaret or her talent or her ability to 
get a job in the future,” he adds. “You run 
into some people who just don’t have 
what it takes.” 

One other issue that divides the two 
parties is a piece submitted by Menge, 
which did not run in the paper, on a dis- 
pute over scheduling of two competing 
performances of the Nutcracker ballet in 
neighboring Derry that involved the 
threat of litigation, even though no suit 
had been filed. Menge says that when she 


told her editor (not Domaingue) there was 
no litigation, he still seemed interested. 
But Domaingue says the story was not 


ready for publication. “I 
don’t know of many 
newspapers that run sto- 
ries about court suits 
that aren’t filed,” he 
says. “There was noth- 
ing certainly that she 
brought to our table 
[that justified a story]. 
We asked for more docu- 
mentation.” While ac- 
knowledging that the 
Union Leader corporate 
side is a sponsor of one 
of those Nutcracker per- 
formances, Domaingue 
says “that has nothing to 
do with” the decision 
not to run the story. 

Town officials in 
Londonderry — who 
have grown accustomed 
to frequent turnover 
among the Union Leader’s 
local reporters and to 
the need to school new- 
comers on how the place 
works — say they are 
scratching their heads 
over Menge’s sudden 
exit. 

“I thought she was 
pleasant to deal with 
and professional to talk 
to and I didn’t have an 
issue with her,” says 
town-council vice-chair 


Brian Farmer. “I didn’t see a bias or a slant 
in her articles.” Adds town manager Dave 
Caron, whom Menge approached for in-

formation on her school-resource-officer 
story: “She was not on our beat very long. 
She always seemed professional to me.” 


“I was completely 
caught off guard when I 
found out that she was 
no longer going to be 
employed by the Union 
Leader,” says council 
chair Tom Donlan. “She 
attended the community 
events [and] her stories 
appeared to be accurate 
and reflected the actual 
events that happened.” 

Menge isn’t sure 
what’s next, but says, 
“I’m going to stay in 
Manchester for now.” 
When asked if she was 
too much of a bullina 
China shop for the job in 
Londonderry, she 
minces few words. 

“I came up here 
thinking I was going to 
work for a statewide 
newspaper, not a shop- 
per,” she says. “So I’m 
surprised they’re not 
interested in what I 
thought were a couple 
of really good stories.... 
I’m extremely careful, 
but 1am aggressive and 
I won't apologize for it 
and I don’t think I 
should.” @

t’s Sunday, and America’s queen of sex 

and pee is offering to reveal her scars. 

“Want to see my marks?” she asks, 

leaning over a half-eaten bagel ina 

Dover, New Hampshire, coffee shop. 
Pulling up a sleeve of her V-neck sweater, 
the 37-year-old holds out one wrist, reveal- 
ing a patch of thin vertical lines left over 
from the time she tried to kill herself at 19. 
She blurts out lovingly, “My peeling!” It’s 
as if she’s just introduced an old friend. 

Like everything Lisa Crystal Carver 
does, her suicide attempt wasn’t a cliché — 
no weepy slit-your-wrists-and-bleed-in- 


















































the-tub adolescent banality. Nope, when 
the tormented teenager tried to end it all, 
she did it in Paris with a bottle of gin and a 


Trusty potato peeler. 


This death-by-kitchen-implement 
episode is one of the many predictably 
unpredictable anecdotes retold in Carver’s 


recently published Drugs 
Are Nice: A Post-Punk Memoir 
(Soft Skull), a first-per- 
son tell-all that rum- 
mages through the dark- 
er, more harrowing 
episodes of Carver’s cult 
legacy. The scum-shock 
vixen first lashed and 
screamed and peed her 
way into the under- 
ground in the late ’8os, 
with what could be 
loosely described as a 
band: Suckdog, a feral 
touring “opera” of rape 
skits and litter-box excre- 
tions and violent visions 
recently immortalized in 
a loosely assembled com- 
panion DVD, Drugs Are 
Nice: A Suckumentary. In 
1990, Carver started 
Rollerderby, a chatty, lusty, 
handmade ’zine of pop- 
cultural musings, gossipy 
banter, and grrrlish sexu- 
al grit that became a hall- 
mark of the self-publish- 
ing genre. Capitalizing on 
Rollerderby’s DIY success — 
by issue 15, the ’zine had 
10,000 readers — Carver 
then reinvented herself as 
a professional writer, first 
with the book Dancing 
Queen (Henry Holt & Co.) 
and then with regular on- 
line journals for Nerve.com 
that were later compiled 


into The Lisa Diaries: 4 Years in the Sex Life of Lisa 


Carver and Company. 


Carver has always documented her an- 








the luster of “disgusting glamour” to reveal 
a despairing figure beneath the dirty al- 
lure. Carver writes frankly about her ma-

A motor-mouth raconteur on 
the page, she’s been likened to “Camille 
Paglia channeling Tonya Harding and Liz 
Phair” and “Hunter S. Thompson in a 
miniskirt” — Thurston Moore once called 
her “the laugh, the fart, the make out, 
the beauty, the tire.” Somehow, Carver 
always managed to make spectacular 
perversion and provocative delirium 
sound so, well, romantic. 
But Drugs Are Nice wipes away 


good pee.” 
HOME ON THE STRANGE 


Tucked into a Dover side street down the 
block from the public high school, Carver’s 
home doesn’t look like the domain of a for- 
mer scum-shock queen. There’s no wel- 
come mat in the shape of a litter box, no 
door knocker engraved with the phrase sex- 
PERT LIVES HERE, no schlong-shaped topiary. 
Rather, Carver’s yellow-siding house fits 
nicely in swing-state suburbia: a plastic 
toy on the front lawn; framed photos of 
Carver’s kids, 11-year-old Wolfgang and 
three-year-old Sadie, arranged on an inte- 
rior wall; a refrigerator drawer of moldy 
cucumbers on the back porch. Perhaps the 
detail most characteristic of the place’s 
owner is the unflushed toilet in the down- 





Stairs bathroom. 

Slipping on a pair of Keds to drive 
downtown for a bite, Carver grins naughti- 
ly, “My husband Dave hates these. He told 
me not to wear them [today] because you'd 
write about them.” Actually, close readers 
of Carver’s work already know that Goolka- 
sian hates her Keds from The Lisa Diaries. 
They'd also know that during a house- 
warming thrown in this house, Carver 
once cajoled her husband into a threesome 
with a sultry Boston drag queen they’d 
met at a Chinatown goth club. They’d also 
remember that when Carver once held a 
Nerve.com contest in which the winners got 
to sleep with her and CGoolkasian, a mini- 
orgy transpired upstairs in the bedroom 
when the victors came to visit. 

“I’ve given up on privacy and trying to 
keep things from people,” Carver admits as 
she settles into a chair in an “ultra-hip” 
downtown Dover coffee shop where “all 
the MySpace people go.” (Carver herself ac- 
tively maintains a MySpace portal: 

Www. myspace.com/drugsarenice.) “I just 
figure that everybody knows: the babysit- 
ter, the in-laws, they all know every- 
thing.” Being a suburban mother who’s 
recorded her adventurous promiscuity and 
sundry drug experiments on paper — and 
perhaps worse, the Internet — has had its 
complications. “People just assume 
things,” she says, alluding to a handful of 
community members who’ve labeled her 
an unfit parent. “They think that because I 
did cocaine 10 times in 1998, I’m a cocaine 
addict today.” 

Carver knows firsthand what it’s like to 
have negligent parents. As a latchkey kid 
often left to her own devices, she was more 
toughened up than raised. Her mother’s 
absenteeism was caused by Crohn’s Dis- 
ease; her father’s, jail. Carver and her 
mother moved around a lot, falling so far 
behind on rent that they’d have to sneak 
out in the night. 

After Carver’s father was released from 
prison, she lived with him in California for 
a year when she was 15. That adolescent pe- 
riod, partly relived in Drugs Are Nice’s pro- 
logue, serves as an undercurrent for every- 
thing in the book that follows. “I just kinda 
realized how much of my career came out 
of him,” Carver acknowledges. “My father 
raised me on tales of being tortured, being 
in gunfights, killing people, people trying 
to kill him, and the cops torturing him.... 
I was always trying to get myself in these 
bad situations with people, or the authori- 
ties, or just life, so 1 could prove that I 
wasn’t a scaredy cat.” 

Proving her fearlessness played out in 
all sorts of crazy behaviors. She tried 
speed. She formed Suckdog with her best 
friend Rachel. She corresponded with 
scumbag-rock’s most crassly misanthropic 
icon, G.G. Allin. She whored. 

Atig, she married Costes, a perpetually 
naked Parisian performance artist, after 
they’d been together in person less than 
two weeks. Together, they assumed the 
Suckdog mantle. Their first time out, 
Costes got naked, strapped an umbrella 
on his back, and added a turkey baster 
for a phallic squirter. Carver wore nothing 
but Christmas lights. They tossed a 
noisy cassette in a boom box. Then they 
yelled, brawled, screeched, and everyone 
ran away. 

Other times during those Suckdog days, 
Carver would hit people. She’d dare people 
to hit her. She’d pee, pretending to be a cat 
or a dying person, while Costes would 
make fake-fecal mixes of spinach and 
chocolate pudding. They’d stage rape 
scenes. Shows would get cancelled when 
town selectmen heard what Suckdog was 
all about, as happened in Rowley, Massa- 
chusetts, in November 1989. 

In Drugs Are Nice, Carver tells this story in 
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MATT

leaps and bounds, sometimes forgetting the 
narrative glue — mostly because the era was 
already recounted in splotches all over 
Rollerderoy. But one formative experience 
that wasn’t really covered candidly in her 
"zine was her sadistic relationship with 
Boyd Rice, a shock-noise cult figure and 
hermetic hard-drinking basement dweller 
who fathered her son Wolfgang, who was 
born with a missing chromosome. Rice’s 
drinking worsened and he continued to flex 
his manipulative muscle, so when Carver 
got pregnant again, Rice demanded that 
she have an abortion. She did. They split 
only when a hammered Rice strangled her, 
smashed her head against a futon frame, 
and ended up in jail. 

“I had to get drunk every day to write the 
Boyd chapters,” Carver admits, sunlight 
from the coffee shop’s front window casting 
yellow onto her tall visage. “It was the only 
way that I could write this hideous stuff. 
My daughter was in preschool from nine 
[am] to noon, so I would be drunk writing. 
My husband would pick her up from school, 
then I would sober up.” 

Above all, Carver’s biggest difficulty in 
making the private public has been honestly 
discussing her situation with Rice. “You 
know I have an open marriage,” she says, 
lowering her voice to a whisper in the coffee 
shop, even though she’s telling someone 
with a recorder. “So I still have the whole 
process of falling in love and seducing and 


all that. And now it’s strange because [po- 
tential love interests] read bad things that 
happened with Boyd and that’s, like, creepy. 
You don’t like to think about someone you 
feel new with trapped in that yucky situa- 
tion. That almost makes someone seem 
dirty, a lot more than being a former prosti- 
tute, or having fake shit onstage.” 

Carver also admits that she worried 
about her safety while writing the book. 
After all, Boyd is on a first-name basis 
with Charles Manson. “I briefly thought, 
“He could come kill me because I’m killing 
his career. And what does he have to lose?’ 
Then I thought, ‘He hates jail. He’ll never 
kill me because he hates jail.’” She also 
had their son to consider. “But [Wolf- 
gang’s] really in his own world. He’s schiz- 
ophrenic and he’s not going to be doing re- 
search on his parents in the library. It’s 
just not going to happen.” 

One person she didn’t necessarily ex- 
pect to hear from was Stanton LaVey, 
someone she briefly mentions around the 
time Rice took her, pregnant, to meet 
Church of Satan head Anton LaVey. In 
passing, she prints the rumor that Stanton 
was not only Anton’s son but his grand 
son, a product of incest. Nearly two weeks 
ago, Carver blogged on her MySpace site 
that she’d just been assaulted by the 
younger LaVey, who was also suing her for 
libel, and his female partner Szandora out- 
side her Los Angeles book-tour stop. But 


typically, Carver wouldn’t admit to any 
fear. “That was the wimpiest beating I 
ever got,” Carver writes. “This whole 

tour we’ve been trying to illustrate the 
crazy times in the late 80s underground, 
and that’s back when I was getting in 
fights, so not only are we doing it onstage, 
but outside .. . too.” 

Back at home, where Carver has to wait 
for a San Francisco Bay Guardian reporter to 
call, she says she’s not worried about hav- 
ing to explain her lifelong choices to Sadie 
when the three-year-old gets older — 
the never-ending string of lovers, the 
whoring, the abject insanity. “I’m not 
ashamed of a single thing that I’ve done,” 
Carver asserts. “Not one thing. There are 
things that I’ve done that have been 
horrible mistakes, like getting pregnant 
after Wolfgang and aborting the child 
that was a horrible thing and I feel shame 
about it because it was a wrong, bad thing 
to do. But I don’t feel ashamed of it, like 1 
don’t want [Sadie] to know. But I certainly 
don’t feel bad about being a prostitute. 
And I don’t feel bad about being slutty 
because,” she giggles, “ 
love to give.” 

After this, Carver’s considering film or 
music. “I’d want to tell funny, thful, 
little stories, but make them have a 
rhyming chorus.

Drugs Are Nice. First, her roving ensemble 

of volunteer actors re-enacts the infamous 
potato-peeler incident and an entire ketchup 
bottle gets poured on a wrist-skinning ac- 
tress. Then there’s “My 15-minute Date with 
G.G. Allin” —a retelling of Carver’s brief 
make-out session with the dead rocker. 

Gussied up in fishnets, a slitted skirt, 
and a satiny sleeveless top, Carver seems 
more at ease here than she did in her own 
home: she’s loud, giggly, coquettish, play- 
ful, howling. She even makes out with lo- 
cal B-movie director Warren Lynch when 
he correctly guesses “Lydia Lunch” during 
a participatory quiz of sinister lyrics from 
*80s post-punk musicians. At the end, 
Carver tries to read a conclusion, but the 
club din has gotten so loud it’s nearly im- 
possible to hear.

“When 
you see a boundary crossed like that,” she’d 
said of such displays the day before, “it 
moves something inside of you: you feel 
kind of shook up and free and scared and 
it’s exciting.” ©

NEC ALUM MIKE UZZI WEIGHS A TON; PLUS DBAR AND OAKENFOLD 


The New England Conservatory, the oldest 

of its kind in the United States, might be 
the last place you’d look for a techno enclave. 
But some of its professors, especially electron- 
ic-music composer Caleb Morgan, have nur- 
tured just that. Local producers Jay Flower and 
Greg Davis got their start there, 
and so did MIKE UZZI, a techno head 
who celebrates the release of his 
new Soup EP December 1 at Middle- 
sex Lounge. “We would go into 
class and Caleb would teach us how 
to use certain machines, certain 
software, and how to use the gear : 
in the studio,” says Uzzi. “I was dreading the 
moment when I told him I was going to pro- 
duce techno, but he was very supportive. It was 
actually quite nice.” 

Growing up, Uzzi admits, “I had a strong ha- 
tred for techno, or what I thought was techno.” 
But music seemed to run in his family. “My 
grandfather plays the accordion, and at our 
family gatherings all the uncles bring their 
guitars and stuff and we sing Beatles songs.” 
His older sister, Jennifer, was a dancer with 
New York City Ballet, and he recalls being five 
years old and seeing her in The Nutcracker: “I 
couldn’t see the stage so I kept watching the 
timpani drum.” Years later, he entered NEC to 
study percussion. “A lot of techno producers got 
their start as percussionists: Wolfgang Voigt 
was a drummer, [so was] Luomo. I was a classi- 
cal-percussion major, so I studied the timpani, 
which is a pitched and tuned instrument. And 
keyboard instruments, like the xylophone and 
marimba, and then non-tuned drums like the 
snare.” He also learned some rules about com- 
position, which he obeys haphazardly. “With 
the music-theory and harmony classes, I 
learned that you don’t want things moving in 
parallel, but part of it is to break the rules and 
see what happens. But I don’t necessarily think 
I have an advantage. As an artist, you’re going 
to do what feels right.” 

These days, Uzzi turns that knowledge into a 
developed, intricate techno — a sound that’s 
gotten attention from Philadelphia and the Un- 
found Sound label to New York City’s Bunker 
night, where we plays regularly. (He revisits 
the Lower East Side venue this Friday with fel- 
low Bostonians Scorchio and Kooky Scientist. ) 
He describes Soup (out on the local label Zero G 
Sounds) as “deep” and “dubby,” with an “under- 
water” sound that’s “sticky” and “crackly.” The 
gem of the record, though, is the B-side: a 
track called “Hypnotize” in direct homage to 
the Notorious B.I.G. “It’s the best track on 
there,” Uzzi admits. “He’s one of the greatest 
rappers of all time. I guess that’s what every- 
one says, but he was.”

The band’s 
precocious, arena-ready 
sound and the crowd’s fer- 
vent reaction, complete 
with demands for an en- 
core, belied the fact that 
Be is their first full- 
length. Then again, the 
seeds of Taxpayer (who 
open for Mobius Band next 
Thursday at Great Scott) 
were planted more than a 
dozen years ago, so it all 
sort of makes sense. 

It was the summer of 1992, and Jay 
Marsh, Rob Adams, and Mikey Jones, just 
having finished seventh grade, were camp- 
ing out in an Army tent in Jay’s back yard 
in West Newbury, smoking cigarettes and 
listening to music. Earlier that day, they’d 
bought a Minor Threat tape because it 
looked “neat,” and that night their little 
minds were blown by the DC hardcore leg- 
ends. Right then and there, they decided 
they had to start a band. Marsh had recent- 
ly bought one of those cheap guitar/am- 
plifier packages from Dad- 
dy’s Junky Music. Jones de- 
cided to get the same thing; 
Adams became the drummer 
by default. The bass-less 
band started practicing and 
writing music in the laundry 
room in Marsh’s basement. 
Their first song was called, 
well, “Laundry Room.” 

“We thought we were awesome right off 
the bat, but we definitely weren’t,” Adams 
says when he, Marsh, and bassist Tim Peters 
sit down with me for shepherd’s pie and 
pints at the Burren in Somerville’s Davis 
Square. “False confidence for years,” Marsh 
laughs. “That’s the only reason why we’ve 
played together for so long. We always 
thought we were so fucking good, man.” 

It wasn’t long before they discovered the 
burgeoning North Shore hardcore scene. 
“In the area that we grew up in, bands like 
Cave In, Piebald, and Converge were all play- 
ing,” says Adams. “Every weekend there was 
an awesome show.” It was around 1995 that 
they finally became a “real” band, dubbing

themselves Oswald’s Last Plea. Over the 
next few years, they underwent a number 
of name and line-up changes, and eventu- 
ally everyone went off to college — Marsh 
to UMass-Amherst, Adams to BU, and Jones 
to Northeastern. They stayed together but 
were unable to concentrate on the band, 
called Psara at that point, in earnest. 

In 1999, during his sophomore year, Marsh 
met Tim Peters in UMass’s Varn Meter dorm, 
where they both were living. They bonded 
over Sunny Day Real Estate’s then new How 
It Feels To Be Something On, and 
Peters began playing bass 
with Psara, “And it’s been 
solid ever since,” says Marsh. 
“But... ,” Adams cuts in. 
“Oh, yeah, I forgot — then 
we broke up,” Jay laughs. The 
band went on hiatus as Marsh 
spent time abroad and Peters 
did a semester at sea. After 
graduating, Marsh and Adams moved back 
home. “It was the most depressing fucking 
era of our entire lives,” Marsh says. “Slowly 
we started saying, ‘What the fuck are we do- 
ing? This is so pathetic. Every night we go 
out, drink a couple of beers, and reminisce 
about how fun music was, and we’re not 
doing anything about it.’ And then we just 
decided, maybe we should think about do- 
ing it.” They started playing music again af- 
ter Cave In offered Marsh their rehearsal 
space, which was going to be vacant while 
the band were on tour. “Then it was like, ‘Shit, 
we’re paying rent. If we’re gonna do it, no- 
body can be a wimp about it. We have to re- 
ally get dedicated.’ And it just happened.” 


They spent the next eight or nine months 
writing songs, most of which were scrapped 
as they struggled to find their sound. Over 
the years they had bounced from hardcore 
to emo to “Pink Floyd shit.” But over those 
months, after about two years of not playing 
music together, they found their niche as a 
straight-up rock band, combining the com- 
plex, coordinated drum-and-bass attack of 
Fugazi with the atmospherics and high-flying 
vocal melodies of Coldplay and OK Computer 
-era Radiohead. Eventually they built up a 
solid batch of seven songs that they recorded 
for an EP titled I'll Do My Best To Stay Healthy. 
They called thiemselves Taxpayer, after a song 
from the EP called “Taxpayer Superstar.” 

Lunch Records’ Paul Buckley was at the 
I'll Do My Best CD-release show in the spring 
of 2004 to see another band on the bill. Adams's 
girlfriend knew Buckley and begged him to 
stay for Taxpayer. He agreed to check out one 
song, was hooked, and approached the band 
about contributing to the Four by Four compi- 
lation (four bands, four songs apiece) that 
he had in the works. Some six months later, 
Four by Four: Volume1 was released, and Buckley 
invited Taxpayer to record with local produc- 
er extraordinaire Paul Kolderie (Radiohead, 
Hole) for a full-length to be released on Lunch.

“Mike and I were obsessed with Radiohead,” 
says Marsh. “So we were laughing uncon- 
trollably — on the inside, of course.” Peters 
adds, “When he mentioned that, that’s 
when it got the ball rolling, and we were 
like, ‘We gotta write some songs.’ ” 

This past spring, they went to Kolderie’s 
Camp Street Studios in Cambridge and banged 
out six songs in three days. Buckley told them 
that with those songs, and a few from the 
EP and Four by Four, they were done. Marsh 
wasn’t having it. “I was like, ‘i guarantee 
you the shit that we’ve been writing lately 
— you just give us one more session, I guar 
antee you this is going to be 10,000 times a 
better record than if you put any of that old 
stuff on it.’” In fact, they didn’t have any 
more songs written. So they penned three 
more quick ones — the album’s elegiac one- 
minute opener, “Among Low Clouds”; the 
U2-influenced “Gifts with Strings Attached”; 
and “Pace Yourself” — and went back to 
Camp Street for another session. “Cut It 
Again” and “Dial Zero for Assistance” from 
Four by Four ended up rounding out the disc 
— a debut some 13 years in the making. ©

Especially when 
that languid talker is Brendan Canning, 
the sweetly slouching Broken Social Scene 
linchpin who resembles Kyle MacLachlan 
trying to play Trey Anastasio with Gum- 
by’s body. “It’s like all these guys on the 
screen here,” Canning says when we meet 
at the Fenway’s Boston BeerWorks, refer- 
ring to a college-football huddle glowing 
on an overhead television. “Their one com- 
mon goal is to score touchdowns. Our 
common thing is to make music that we 
like, enjoy each other’s company, try not 
to fuck up, try not to fuck anyone over. 
And there’s plenty of high-fives going on, 
lots of ass slapping.” 

For the record, there isn’t any gang 
spanking earlier inside the BSS tour bus, 
where the band’s other figurehead, bearded 
and Dutchboyed Kevin Drew, is being 
groggily hypnotized by the Denis Leary 
flick The Secret Lives of Dentists. Otherwise, 
Canning’s pigskin analogy fits. In practice, 
the malleable bazillion-piece mob who are 
about to headline a sold-out Avalon func- 
tion like a team, more fluid musical roster 
than rigid character-driven line-up. “It’s 
not like if the Edge quit U2 and they’d 
have a harder time continuing as a band. 
We’re not really about that,” explains Can- 
ning, a Toronto bass/guitar player who’s 
seated in a wall booth beside the newest 
Scenester, vocalist Lisa Lobsinger. “We’re 
the open-door-policy band. Well, not total- 
ly.” That as it occurs to him that a horde of 
hack musicians might show up on his 
doorstep. “We wouldn’t have anyone in 
our group who we didn’t like and respect. 
Otherwise, it would be 10 people talking 
about that one person, saying, ‘Why the 
fuck is she still around?’ ” As itis, he’s 
already trying to institute No Talking 
Thursdays. “It’s not that utopian, like, 
‘Hey, everyone! Join the party!’ Other- 
wise, we'd be a stinky band.” 

Over the last couple of years, Canning 
and Drew have recruited a string of fellow 
musicians/mutual friends to make up Bro- 
ken Social Scene who mostly have primary 
allegiances to other projects. Like Peaches 
pal Leslie Feist (a/k/a Feist), an indie- 
styled jazzy chanteuse who is also 
tonight’s opening act, or Jason Collett, a 
rootsy solo singer-songwriter who couldn’t 
make the trip to Boston because he’s a 
brand-new father. (“Give it up for birth!” 
is how Drew wiil later rally the Avalon 
crowd, explaining Collett’s absenteeism.) 
Or Emily Haines from electro-bubblegum

quartet Metric. Or the trio from Stars 
(Evan Cranley, Amy Millan, and Torquil 
Campbell), an indie-pop four-piece just 
kicking off a warm-up-slot jaunt with 
Death Cab for Cutie. Or the rest of them, 
two members from Do Make Say Think 
and many more, whose names fall by the 
wayside more often than the other 87 
words in Fiona Apple’s second-album title. 

As it is, even Canning has trouble re- 
membering who makes up this particular 
tour’s north-of-the-border rotation. “We 
have 12, right?” he asks Lobsinger, a vocal- 
ist for moody-pop fivesome Reverie Sound 
Revue who’s been enlisted to cover Emily 
Haines’s parts for this stretch. He counts 
off 11 names and then realizes he’s forgot- 
ten somebody. “If we were counting on the 
bus, I’d be, ‘Okay, let’s go!’ I’d have left 
somebody for dead.” 

So far, this ethic of inclusion has served 
Broken Social Scene well. Their Juno 
Award-winning You Forget It in People (Arts & 
Crafts) established the orchestral collective 
as the sort of independent outfit who could 
not only play Central Park SummerStage 
(producer Dave Newfeld made bloglines for 
getting beaten down by the cops after buy- 
ing pot in Washington Square Park) but al- 
so open for the Pixies at Hammerstein Ball- 


room. So their latest, Broken Social Scene (Arts 
& Crafts), debuted at #2 on Billboard’s Top 
Heatseekers chart. Now they’re selling out 
headlining shows in Chicago and Boston. 

Ina sense, the band’s splintering line- 
up is a victim of its own success. “The 
more known you are, the more records you 
start selling, the more your friends start 
selling their records and it gets more com- 
plicated,” admits Canning, whose xsthetic 
contribution to Broken Social Scene’s artwork 
was coloring outside the lines of other 
people’s drawings. “We can’t rely on the 
members of Metric or Stars or Jason Col- 
lett. And Feist we have on this tour, but 
not always.” Touring’s one thing, though; 
recording’s another. “When we need peo- 
ple to make records, I hope everyone will 
be there. If they’re not there, then it’ll be 
something else.” 

Broken Social Scene is definitely something 
else. You Forgot It in People was a deftly woven 
bag of self-contained singles, from melt- 
ing indie-pop balladry to Dinosaur Jr alt- 
guitar noise; nothing on Broken Social Scene 
stands out like the wistful, journal-keep- 
ing banjo trot of “Anthems for a Seventeen- 
Year-Old Girl” or the sunny-day-highway 
state of “Cause = Time.” One of People’s tri- 
umphs was the way the band settled into a 


quiet space, all woozy love and contempla- 
tive isolation and keening strings. But 
there the violins cried; here they mumble. 
One-liners like “I swore I drank your piss to 
see if I could live” have been replaced by 
discomforting declarations like “When I 
was in a kid/You fucked me in the ass.” 
This isn’t necessarily bad, just different. 

People was the aural equivalent of a Po- 
laroid picture album; Broken Social Scene is 
more like a neatly framed photo collage. 
The sound is slicker and fatter — which 
could simply be the stretch marks of the 
band’s mushrooming membership. In “Ibi 
Dreams of Pavement (A Better Half),” after 
a Yoshimi-styled Flaming Lips crescendo, 
Drew sings as if he were riding the Scram- 
bler, his voice kick-spinning in and out of 
the mix. “Major Label Debut” is a gliding, 
Tuminative joy ride; the snare-slithering 
“Fire Eye’d Boy” gets you a speeding ticket. 
“Hotels” is sorta like a buzzed Four Tet 
burping up Prince. And “Handjobs for the 
Holidays,” which isn’t really a dirty carol 
but still belongs beside Tom Waits’s 
“Christmas Card from a Hooker in Min- 
neapolis” on this year’s Yuletide mix, isa 
Beach Boys swooning, bass-thrumming, 
tambourine-shimmying exhalation. The 
big finale is “It’s All Going To Break,” a 
guitar-and-trumpet anthem with Drew 
squawking as if he’d just stepped on a nail 
and complaining about that nasty child- 
hood back-door assault. Strange way to 
end a record, but it seems to work. 

“It’s a very respectful thing we have 
going on: everyone knows when it’s time 
to lay back and everyone gets their time to 
shine in this band,” Canning insists, ex- 
plaining what to expect tonight. And 
that’s true: live, Broken Social Scene are 
the indie-rock Funkadelic, interchanging 
players on almost every song, people 
appearing from the shadows whom 
you’ve never seen before, performing 
their parts, and then disappearing back 
into the darkness. 

But Drew and Canning are the stars of 
the show. A sleepy-eyed Drew rolls into 
the bus with guitarist Andrew Whiteman 
(who’s also in Apostle of Hustle) and 
soundman/honorary BSS member Martin 
Davis Kinack. Lobsinger leaves to get pret- 
tied up for the performance. Canning asks 
how the movie was. “Disappointing,” 
yawns Drew. Then the subject of Death 
Cab for Cutie comes up and a challenge is 
put forth. Could these four Broken Social 
Scenesters beat up Ben Gibbard and his 
indie posse? 

“The four of us?” asks Whiteman. 
“Yeah, we could definitely kick their asses.” 
Maybe Broken Social Scene are a tough 
team afterall. ©

The return of the inimitable Kate Bush

Twelve years have passed since Kate 

Bush’s last release. What was she 
doing all that time? Nothing, and every- 
thing. There is recurring imagery on 
Aerial of “women’s work,” of mothering 
and household chores (“washing ma- 
chine, washing machine” she repeats 
like a mantra on one track). Bush has 
spent the past decade-plus tending her 
home, raising her son, and working 
sporadically on the new album. In con- 
trast to the widescreen drama of 1985’s 
Hounds of Love and 1982’s The Dreaming (both 
Columbia), Aerial keeps a microscopic fo- 
cus on the mundane stuff of life. Which 
is not to say that the microscopic stuff is 
insignificant. 

Bush has always made music that 
could have sprung only from a female 
psyche, full of feminine sexuality and 
eccentricity. Her melodies don’t build to 
one big climax; they rise and fall on 
shimmering waves. Her childlike voice 
refuses to behave; she’s often helium- 
shrill and unruly. She writes about messy 
relationships, messy passions, messy 
bodies, messy minds. Even in her long 
absence from public life, Bush has 
influenced a whole school of women 
artists — Tori Amos, Sarah McLachlan, 
Alanis Morissette, and Fiona Apple, to 
name four. Bush has always mattered. 
And at 47, she has never mattered more. 

Aerial is a mysterious, meditative work 
reminiscent of Joni Mitchell in her Hissing 
of Summer Lawns/Hejira period, in both its 
music (the upright bass and piano jazz of 
“Sunset”) and its themes. At 
that point in her career, 
Mitchell began writing about 
the inner lives of older 
women who were becoming 
invisible in a culture of glit- 
tery youth. Bush takes up the 
cause with a smirk on “How 
To Be Invisible.” With its spi- 
dery guitar lines and witty 
take on the witches’ incanta- 
tion from Macbeth (“Eye of 
Braille/Hem of anorak/Stem 
of wallflower/Hair of door- 
mat”), the song celebrates 
the coiled power of ignored 
and underestimated women. 

Sneaky and hypnotic, Aeri- 
al’s watercolor wash of sym- 
phonic and electronic tex- 
tures becomes more defined 
with repeated listenings, just 
as Bush’s portraits of seem- 
ingly placid hearth and home 
reveal unexpected twists and 
depths. The first disc, “A Sea 
of Honey,” loosely strings to- 
gether songs about retreating 
into private worlds. The Elvis 
Presley references of “King of 


the Mountain” may be a little tired, but 
the electronica beats are contemporary 
and seductive. From the bosom of domes- 
ticity comes Bush’s song for her son, 
“Bertie,” a charming Maypole dance 
played on traditional Renaissance instru- 
ments. “Lovely, lovely, lovely, lovely 
Bertie,” trills Bush. She packs a breathtak- 
ing treatise on the all-consuming nature 
of maternal love into three deceptively 
simple lines: “You bring me so much joy/ 
And then you bring me/Morte joy.” 

The memory of her late mother propels 
the gorgeous “A Coral Room,” with its 
womblike imagery of water and fishing 
nets. But the masterstroke of disc one is the 
washing-machine song, “Mrs. Bartolozzi,” 
a hushed piano-and-voice reverie broken by 
moments of unsettling silence. The song 
eams its allusion to Virginia Woolf’s Mrs. 
Dalloway when the title character (possibly a 
widow) lets her mind wander from her 
washday chores to an erotic recollection (or 
fantasy) of passion. 

“A Sky of Honey,” the bewitching suite 
that takes up all of disc two, depicts the 
sensual pleasures of a day in the English 
countryside, from the trill of birdsong (a 
recurring sound on Aerial) to the changing 
quality of the sunlight to the fall of velvety 
night. Did I mention that Bush is singing 
all of this from a bird’s perspective? When 
she tries to imitate the twittering birdsong 
samples and breaks into peals of runaway 
laughter, the effect is that of joy flitting 
along the border of madness. It’s quintes- 
sential Kate Bush. ©

Rogue’s Wave evolve into a real band

On a damp Wednesday afternoon in 

Oakland, Zach Rogue is at home 
emptying the dishwasher. “Today is the 
first day of rain we’ve had in a month,” 
he says when I get him on the phone. “Is- 
n’t it amazing how the rain affects you? 
You just want to curl up and hide.” It’s 
not the most glamorous way for a guy to 
spend the day after a new album by 
Rogue Wave hits stores. But Descended like 
Vultures (Sub Pop) — the sophomore album 
by his.introverted guitar-pop outfit — 
was made for days like these. 

Rogue Wave, who play the Middle East 
downstairs this Wednesday, emerged last 
year with an even humbler mumble, Out 
of the Shadow (Sub Pop). Recorded mostly 
alone in a friend’s bedroom, the disc was 
drenched in Garden State existentialism 
brought on by a failed stint in Web devel- 
opment, “I didn’t like the direction of my 
life, it didn’t give me much satisfaction,” 
Rogue recalls. “When you have all these 
songs rolling around in your brain and you 
don’t do anything with them, it can get 
depressing, and there’s this weight. You 
feel alone in a conversation or in a room 
because you've got these distractions.” 

By the time he started work on Descend- 
ed like Vultures, Rogue had recruited three 
band mates. The full line-up gives his 
musings some much-needed spine: drum 
rolls and needling guitars punctuate the 
opening “Bird on a Wire,” and warm echoes 
of shoegazing reverb blanket Rogue’s navel 
gazing. He reached these choppy waters by 
going with the flow. “Those songs just 
need to be expansive. They need to sound 
big. That’s what the songs call for. It’s not 
really a conscious effort to say, ‘We’re go- 
ing to be louder now.’ It seemed like it 
wanted to be propulsive and explosive and 
go for the throat a little bit.” Yet the rush 
of new sounds, born from hours in the 
studio “just throwing ideas against a 
wall,” can be jarring. The album climaxes 
with its first single, “10:1,” which builds 


to a scratchy squall and then crashes into 
the gentle emo balladry of “California.” 

And the transition to playing as a quartet 
had its bumpy moments. “It’s four person- 
alities instead of one. Everything changes at 
that point — the whims of people that aren’t 
just me start rearing their heads. It’s a lot of 
responsibility keeping it all together. I have 
enough arguments in my own head.” But 
he’s satisfied with where those creative ten- 
sions have led. “The relationship we have in 
the band, that’s a big thing for us. The nov- 
elty hasn’t worn off yet, and we’re still 
building on that. Ilikeit.... fornow.” 

Descended like Vultures is still very much 
Rogue’s album, particularly in its lyrical 
themes. His shy, sing-song vocals often 
sound like excerpts from an ongoing inte- 
rior monologue. “You could never publish 
my love,” he half-heartedly warns early 
on, then swallows his pride a few tracks 
later with a sighed “Screw California and 
friends who are never there.” By the clos- 
ing “Temporary,” he’s alone again, his 
tone defeated but barbed (“Sometimes I 
feel so low, I can’t go on knowing”). 

“It’s not about me. The quote-unquote 
confessional singer-songwriter — that does- 
n’t interest me.” That might have been hard 
to believe back when he was, in all but 
name, a solo singer-songwriter. But Descend- 
ed like Vultures’ haphazard reaches — missteps 
included — are the product of band chem- 
istry. These songs of longing and frustration 
wouldn’t work as well without a few rough 
edges, and the sometimes ragged execution 
makes them all the more likable. 

Besides, Rogue’s mind isn’t set on rock- 
star perfection. “I’ve been discovering that 
our audience are not the coolest kids. 
We’re never going to be the leading-edge 
band. The good thing is that there’s a lot 
more uncool kids than cool kids.” ©

Bands on the run 


The Dandy Warhols continue to outpace BJM

Back in the mid ’90s, as the Dandy 

Warhols, who play the Paradise this 
Wednesday with the Out Crowd, were on 
the upswing and the Brian Jonestown Mas- 
sacre were, well, busy being the Brian Jon- 
estown Massacre, the two retro-hip, ’6o0s- 
loving bands were the best of friends. Film- 
maker Ondi Timoner tried to document 
their corner of the indie scene, but it was 
the rivalry that was fast developing between 
the Dandys and BJM that caught her lens. 
She spent seven years around both bands 
and came out with the award-winning, if 
rather disturbing, Dig! (now on DVD). The 
Dandys moved smoothly from indie heroes 
to international success even as the erratic 
behavior of BJM frontman Anton New- 
combe doomed his band to obscurity. 

The rise and fall of drug-addled rock 
bands is nothing new, but Dig! went a step 
farther, watching one band succeed as an- 
other failed. Dandy Warhols singer Court- 
ney Taylor-Taylor, a readymade rock star, at 
one point brags, “I sneeze and hits come 
out.” Newcombe’s main skill seems to be 
antagonizing his mates. 

Very little looks to have changed since 
Dig!’s release. Both BJM and the Dandys 
have new CDs that cement their celluloid 
images. The new BJM EP, We Are the Radio 
(Tee Pee), comes with a press sheet in 
which Newcombe states, “[Co-writer/vo- 
calist] Sara [Sarabeth Tuceck] and I believe 
this to be the most important work of our 
lives, and to a greater extent, our time.” 
Tuceck’s main job seems to be to conjure 
Nico with her breathy vocals on tracks like 
“Never Become Emotionally Attached to 
Man, Woman, Beast or Child.” Mostly, 
though, the EP’s five jangly, guitar-based 
tunes meander around in search of hooks, 
like a wasted kid looking for a roach in a 
heavy-metal parking lot. It’s just another 
reminder that no matter how many times 
Newcombe, the Dandys, or anyone else 
calls Newcombe a “genius,” the word 


means little more than “eccentric” or “weird.” 

The Dandys, on the other hand, have 
been teetering on the edge of superstardom 
for a full decade. Taylor-Taylor and his main 
collaborator, co-producer Gregg Williams, 
are skillful enough songwriters. The band’s 
crafted image — fashion-conscious junkie 
bohemian — and a swirly guitar vibe accen- 
tuated by Zia McCabe’s organ and synth fills 
have worked wonders in Europe, where the 
they’ve been festival regulars for years. But 
they haven’t quite cracked the US market. 

Odditorium or Warlords of Mars (Capitol) 
would seem to be the disc for the job. It’s 
filled with “Wonderwall”-like hooks, and 
Taylor-Taylor’s alluring whispers on the lay- 
ered, percussive-heavy “Love Is the New Feel 
Awful” pulls you into one of the catchiest 
tracks. “Everyone Is Totally Insane,” with its 
drugged-out, tripping-through-the-hall- 
way-of-a-house-party groove, puts the 
Dandys either on the crest of a new wave of 
”93 nostalgia or hoping for one to coalesce. 
And the first single, “Smoke It,” doesn’t pre- 
tend to be more than a frenetic, playful tune 
with random lyrics and rhymes: “Alimony 
palimony/Don’t get too drunk in Vegas/At 
least not with a waitress/From any of those 
places/People got more baggage than JFK/ 
And I’m talking about the airport man/You 
gotta smoke it!” 

Newcombe and his barid have remained 
trapped in the late ’6o0s, over-idolizing Syd 
Barrett’s dementia. The Dandys have kept 
moving on. And from the Lou Reedings of 
their 1995 debut, Dandys Rule OK? (Tim/Kerr) 
to the neo-new-wavings of 2003's Nick Tay- 
lor-produced Welcome to the Monkey House to 
the willful self-indulgences of Odditorium or 
Warlords of Mars (all Capitol), Courtney Taylor- 
Taylor has ensured that they don’t get stuck 
in any nostalgic ruts. ©

The King 


At 80, B.B. reigns alone atop the blues pantheon

here’s a moment in almost every 
B.B. King concert when “the note” 
appears — a vibrato-soaked tone, 
round and full as King himself, 
that ends one of his instantly rec- 
ognizable guitar phrases by hanging in the 
air like dew on a misty spider web. The pure 
beauty of that note hypnotizes the audience 
into silence, and just for that moment, 
time seems to stand still. 

Some fans moan that King — the most 
influential guitarist of the 20th century — 
has been coasting for years, playing the 
same repertoire with his band of road war- 
riors about 160 times annually around the 
world and making albums that draw on the 
past or lean on the star power of others. But 
as long as he can play “the note,” working a 
magic that only the greatest musicians pos- 
sess, that’s nitpicking. 

King, who turned 80 last summer, and 
who comes to Lowell Auditorium this Satur- 
day, remains a vital part of America’s musi- 
cal legacy. He’s a historic figure with a ca- 
reer that goes back to the 1940s and gospel 
groups in the Mississippi Delta, a career 
that’s spanned the jazz age, the invention 
of multi-track recording, the birth of rock 
and roll and television, and the civil-rights 
struggle. He is friendly and generous and 
imperfect. He was an absentee father to his 
15 children by various mothers, yet he’ll pay 
for the education of any of his grandchil- 
dren. He refuses to sleep in the dark, still 
experiencing the fear he felt as an or- 
phaned, hungry 10-year-old living alone in 
the pre-electrified Delta, where the nights 
were black as anthracite. 


All-star match ups have been 
winners for B.B. King. He reached 
a new generation in 1989 when he 
cut “When Love Comes to Town” 
with U2, caught the notice of 
diehard country fans by recording 
with Willie Nelson, and made his 
first collaborative album, 1993's 
Blues Summit (MCA), with a host 
of fellow blues luminaries includ- 
ing Buddy Guy and John Lee Hook- 
er. A few years later he followed 
with Deuces Wild (MCA), pairing 
with the Rolling Stones, Bonnie 
Raitt, and other rock and roots 
artists. But 2000's Riding with the 
King (Reprise) with Eric Clapton 
was his big late-career bonanza — 
his first #1 album and platinum-

And all these decades later, he feels 
the sting of his mother Nora Ella’s death. 
“I still do miss her,” he told me, with an 
audible hitch in his voice, the first time 
we met almost a decade ago. “She was a 
very lovin’ person.” And it’s left a hollow 
space in him that he’s tried to fill with his 
music. He loves the people who come to 
hear him play, and he needs them to love 
him back. 

Although King’s playing and singing 
are rooted deep in the blues (Lonnie John- 
son is his favorite artist), he’s composed 
tunes on his computer since the early ’9os, 
and he has an MP3 player loaded with 
5000 songs he’s ripped himself. That’s 
helped him stay engaged during the half a 
year he spends traveling between gigs in 
the tricked-out bus that’s his home away 
from his Las Vegas home. 

With John Lee Hooker gone and the 
likes of Howlin’ Wolf and Muddy Waters 
now ghosts of the music’s past for many 
listeners, King is now the undisputed King 
of the Blues. For most people, his name is 
synonymous with the style he’s played and 
adored for well over half a century. 

“Knowing that makes me feel good,” he 
says. “It also makes me aware that I should 
continue to do the best that I can.” And as 
he moves on past 80, he’s not letting dia- 
betes or knees ravaged by arthritis stop 
him. So happy birthday, B.B., and long 
May youreign. ©

THE BLACK KEYS 


HAVE WHOOP-ASS, 
WILL TRAVEL 


The Black Keys ain’t perfect. Drummer Pat Carney’s 
time wanders as he flails at his kit, and guitarist Dan 
Auerbach tends to use the high volume of his vintage 
Marshall amplifiers as a crutch for limited technique. 
But when it comes to pure, unmitigated whoop-ass, 
they’ve got buckets full. Enough to put a high-rev 
whammy on last Wednesday’s comfortably full crowd 
at Boston’s Avalon, making their fans roar as 
enthusiastically and repeatedly as Auerbach’s peals 
of feedback. 

In T-shirts and jeans rather than matching color- 
coordinated outfits, the Keys were proof that a rock- 
and-roll duo don’t need to fall back on pretension to 
convince listeners they’re worthwhile. Rooted equally 
in the mania of the Stooges and the rusty sounds of 
Mississippi hill-country-blues eccentrics like Junior 
Kimbrough and R.L. Burnside, they created a howling, 
whispering fusion on stage that was immediate and 
unfiltered. “Girl Is on My Mind,” where Auerbach’s 
vocal melodies are direct reflections of Kimbrough’s, 
and the brisk, bludgeoning “Hard Row” were jolting 
and visceral as Carney slammed and laid back and 
Auerbach preached full blast into the microphone — 
when he wasn’t tugging at his guitar’s strings to make 
notes swell and yipe. 

Still, after three albums, a live DVD, and a couple 
years of constant touring, it’s time for the Black Keys to 
strive for more. Varied arrangements. New tonal colors. 
Fresh riffs. 

Opener Nathaniel Mayer is the kind of artist who 
keeps Fat Possum, his label (and the Keys’), honest — or 
at least in touch with its earthy blues roots. The pairing 
of the silver-haired Detroit barroom R&B singer with a 
rock band for support is a great idea; it’s what Iggy & the 
Stooges aimed for. Too bad the band were merely service- 
able, as is Mayer’s songwriting. But there are howls in 
lyrics like “You gotta get paid/If you’re gonna get laid” 
(“You Gotta Work”) and “I Want Love and Affection (Not 
the House of Correction) ,” which Mayer wrote in the 
slammer. And his affable dirty-old-man persona made 
him perversely charming.

JOYCE AND DORI CAYMMI 
DEEP SWING 


Despite her long career, the wonderful Brazilian singer 
Joyce had never before performed in Boston. Her debut al- 
bum appeared in 1968, so she’s “second-generation bossa,” 
as she put it from the stage of the Real Deal Café last 
Thursday night, and she, like the rest of her generation, 
has added to what she inherited from the pioneers of the 
genre, like her teacher Antonio Jobim. Caetano Veloso 
pushed bossa’s connection to pop; Gilberto Gil highlight- 
ed its ties to the Afro-Caribbean rhythms of carnival. Joyce 
leaned on bossa’s connection to jazz, honing its swing. 

So it was fitting that her long-overdue appearance 
came as part of a jazz series programmed by Water Music 
at the Real Deal in the Cambridge Multicultural Arts Cen- 
ter. Her band matched the milieu, a piano-bass-drums 
trio that stuck to a jazz vocabulary all night, with bossa 
rhythms overlaid almost the same way they overlaid the 
American jazz world as a craze in the 1950s after the com- 
mercial success of Jobim’s collaborations with Stan Getz. 

But what can rescue even the most standard jazz is the 
very thing that animates the genre in the first place: 
swing. And Joyce, like Jobim and his great interpreter Joao 
Gilberto, swings so deep she pulled her band, and the au- 
dience, into her orbit. She makes everything look easy — 
isn’t that what swing is all about? Her precise pitch, her 
elegant harmonies on guitar, her choice of material both 
classic and new — it all seems such a natural part of her, 
you might overlook her virtuosity. But she is a virtuoso — 
a songwriter capable of classics like “Feminina” (which 
closed her set) that sit comfortably alongside the tunes 
she sang by Jobim, Baden Powell, and Vinicius de Mordes. 

Sharing the stage with Joyce was arranger and com- 
poser Dori Caymmi, whose father was the influential 
samba songwriter Dorival Caymmi. He was an enter- 
taining foil, making jokes, singing in his gruff compos- 
er’s voice, keeping everything loose. He helped orches- 
trate her first album back in 1968, so their current tour 
together, behind a new collaborative album already 
released in Great Britain but not yet available here, is 
something of a nostalgic return. Joyce’s local fans had 
waited a long time for this performance — but with 
Caymmi on stage, it was as if she’d compressed her 
entire professional history into this one show.

It’s 
Aaron Neville. And Neville can 
croon a Chinese restaurant menu 
into poetry. When he’s singing 
“Go Tell It on the Mountain” 
and “Mary’s Boy Child,” it seems 
he’s doing just that. Then, the 
kind of magic he’s been practicing 
since the 1960s, when he built 
his career on tunes like the roman 
tic epic “Tell It Like It Is” and the 
funk masterpiece “Hercules,” 
kicks in. Suddenly, on a “Joy 
to the World” he shares with 
gospel legends the Blind Boys 
of Alabama and in a lovely “Hark 
the Herald Angels Sing,” his 
airy tenor begins to flutter and 
hitch like the wings of angels 
in a strong wind. It's hard not 
to be touched, no matter how 
worn the material may be. There’s 
also Neville’s own “Christmas 
Everyday,” which offers a depar 
ture in its breezy reggae arrange- 
ment. Speaking of winds: Neville 
lost his New Orleans home to 
Hurricane Katrina and is relocat 
ing to Nashville. He’s also donat 
ing 60 cents from each of these 
CDs to the Red Cross’s Crescent 
City relief effort, and they'll be 
available at his Berklee concert 
this Wednesday, a Christmas- 
themed performance that will 
include his brother Charles 
on sax

A man so intelligent, so 
forthright, so whipsmart shoulda

is his home, and Triptych Myth is 
his not-quite-conventional trio. The 
Beautiful won't be mistaken for an Os- 
car Peterson set, but it’s not exactly 
“free jazz,” either; the leader's clean 
touch and compositional rigor al- 
ways keep the performances teth- 
ered. “Spiraling Out” is representa- 
tive: the head reworks ideas from 
two Monk tunes (“Four in One” and 
“Misterioso”) while the solos, coiling 
and uncoiling at various tempos, de- 
scribe an eccentric orbit around the 
original melody. The ballads “Frida 
K. the Beautiful” and “Pooch” are 
harmonically rich but never florid — 
not just pretty but actually beauti- 
ful. As for the trio part of the equa- 
tion: drummer Chad Taylor (of 
Chicago Underground Trio/Duo) is 
fluidly busy in an Andrew Cyrille 
vein, with only a few insistent snare 
patterns revealing his post-rock lean 
ings, as on the folksy-funky “Poppa’s

Gin in the Chicken Feed.” Bassist 
Tom Abbs’s contribution is harder 
to isolate, and that’s the curse of a 
certain kind of supportive excel- 
lence, though when he steps out 
with some textured bowing on 
“Trident,” he shines. These two 
aren’t just along for the ride, but 
it’s plain that the pianist is man- 
ning the wheel. Without the self- 
aggrandizement or gimmicky

songwriting. It’s not an unwelcome 
twist: “People Carrier” has a cool 
Austin Powers swing to it, and 
“Everybody Loves a Loser” crams 
a block-rocking beat into a mopy 
meditation on loneliness. Time will 
tell whether Morcheeba v2.0 out- 
last the original model; this is a 
promising start.

Giving good offense 


What type of girl is Sarah Silverman?

Sometimes Sarah Silverman: Jesus Is Magic isn’t 
as funny as it is fascinating — and confus- 
ing. Who is that girl up there? You could 
say she’s a slut ingénue, but, “blue” as she 
is, Silverman doesn’t really play slutty. As 
she’s the first to tell you. One of her older 
jokes in Jesus Is Magic goes: “I was licking 
jelly off of my boyfriend’s penis, and all of 
a sudden I’m thinking, ‘Oh my God! I’m 
turning into my mother!’ ” 

There’s an emblematic slice of the Sil- 
verman persona, the casual, in medias res 
set-up, the matter-of-fact revelation of sex- 
ual kinkiness, and then the reversal: the 
nice Jewish girl out shopping at Loh- 
mann’s with her mother meets Jenna 
Jameson. All delivered with sweet-faced 
bewilderment. The mother joke meets the 
blow-job joke. What could make kink more 
square, the liberation of naughty behavior 
more deflating? You’re cutting loose with 
the jelly and Jimmy’s boner and you realize 
you’re wearing a mom mask. 

Silverman has been everywhere in the 
last month or so — the New Yorker, Entertain- 
ment Weekly, Rolling Stone (“The Funniest 
Woman in America”), the Believer, and, of 
course, the cover of Heeb. She’s gotten such 
a pre-release boomlet of hype for the film 
and her transgressive material that a mini- 
backlash has already begun. The Times’ A.O. 
Scott, after giving her credit for “one of the 
few genuinely unsettling and provocative 
moments” in the dirty-joke documentary 
The Aristocrats, concludes his review of Jesus 
Is Magic, “Don’t be fooled; naughty as she 
may seem, she’s playing it safe.” 

But Scott is missing his own point. Sil- 
verman’s an original, and part of her origi- 
nality comes from her quicksilver shifts of 
mood and types, of the funny and the un- 
funny. She’s her own inimitable type. 

Jesus Is Magic is essentially Silverman's 
one-woman show, which played Off 
Broadway last year and was filmed at a 
Hollywood theater. There are cut-aways for 
hilariously rhymed musical numbers that 
have a Rocky Horror schlocky pizzazz. One of 
the best is the introductory segment, which 
begins in the apartment of a pair of friends. 
Silverman says she’s working on a one- 
woman show (about “the Holocaust and 
AIDS. . . and it’s a musical”), then heads 


home kicking herself for bragging about 
the as-yet-unwritten show, then with true 
Andy Hardy pluck decides that, gosh darn it, 
she can write a show: “All I need is a theater 
space, a bag of weed, and. . . a star!” 

She sings to her nana and her nursing- 
home pals, “No, it’s not cold in here, you’re 
just dying!”; in a finale she sings three- 
part harmony from mouth, vagina, and 
butt to an upbeat “Amazing Grace.” She 
uses the word “nigger,” tells how she ran 
afoul of a Chinese advocacy group and net- 
work censors for saying “Chink” on Conan 
O’Brien, and demurely relates how she 
told her boyfriend she didn’t want to have 
sex “the real way” because “doody comes 
out of there.” She resents the lack of Jewish 
porn stars and then fantasizes about it in 
another cut-away where, lying face down, 
she grimaces at the camera, urging her 
partner on in Yiddish. At one point she 
says, “I always feel crappy when I tell that 
joke. But it gets such a good laugh.” 

Ethnic comedy, as New York Times critic 
Margot Jefferson wrote in a Pulitzer-winning 
essay some years ago, is always tied to 
social class — “which means it is always 
tied to the question of who is laughing at 
whom and why.” Silverman constantly 
throws us off balance by confusing the is- 
sue. And sometimes — as in some of her 
riffs on African famine and AIDs — it isn’t 
so much that the joke is offensive as that it 
simply lands with a thud. But she scores 
enough points to keep Jesus Is Magic sailing. 
She says of the “Chink” incident that it 
hurt to be called a racist because, as a Jew, 
“I was really concerned that we were losing 


control of the media.” The white-on-Asian 
and the Jew-on-Jew jokes criss-cross. Jewish 
Mother. Jewish Daughter. Virgin. Slut. 
White. Black. No one confuses them more 
sweetly than Silverman. 


I sat down to talk with Silverman in 

the Seaport Hotel when she was in 
town to attend the Boston Jewish Film Fes- 
tival screening of Jesus Is Magic. When I tell 
her that one of the funniest and most dis- 
turbing segments of the movie is the musi- 
cal number in the nursing home, she says, 
“Try singing it to a room of eightysome- 
thing-year-olds!” It was, she says, a sup- 
porting cast of actors, albeit elderly actors. 
“The worst part was having to close the 
coffin on an 89-year-old woman. I kept go- 
ing, ‘I’m so sorry!’, and she’s like, ‘Ohit’s all 
right, don’t worry about it!’ ” 

So, is Silverman more after shocks or 
laughs? 

“I’m going for laughs. But if 1 get them 
by way of shock, I have no problem with 
that. I don’t know why I enjoy making peo- 
ple feel uncomfortable. It’s weird, because 
one-on-one, I feel like such a host, I want 
everyone to be comfortable. But on stage I 
Teally love the discomfort.” In one notorious 
bit, Silverman painted the crotch of a pair 
of beige pants a daub of reddish brown be- 
fore going on stage, seemingly unmindful 
of it while watching the audience’s reac- 
tion. “It was fun to see the audience and 
know what they were going through, and 
that the women were just dying for me. 
And then letting them off the hook at the 
end but really giving it a good 10 minutes.” 


But, she says, “I always want to make them 
comfortable in the end. I don’t think I 
wink at the audience at all, but I do feel as 
though I’m holding them gently and feed 
ing it to them comfortably.” And she ges 
tures as if she were cradling a baby in her 
arms. Her way of cooing, “There, there.’ 

When I talk to her about limits and the 
thin line between funny and offensive, she 
agrees that it’s always funny for members 
of an ethnic group to see themselves paro- 
died by one of their own. Jackie Mason, I 
say, could make me laugh with the sim- 
plest observation about Jewish behavior 
But, I point out, when he takes on Puerto 
Ricans, his act goes flat. Silverman inter- 
jects, “And yet Don Rickles gets away with 
that and it’s hilarious.” 

“I think Andrew Dice Clay was just 
plain offensive and I didn’t find him funny,” 
I offer. 

“Ah, but you just said, ‘I found Andrew 
Dice Clay offensive and I didn’t find him 
funny.’ But you found him offensive because 
you didn’t find him funny. I think the 
thing is, if it’s funny enough, if it’s more 
funny than it is offensive or upsetting, 
that’s the gauge. But of course it’s subjec- 
tive. So that’s why when people don’t like 
me or get offended by something, I never 
try to defend. I just say, ‘I’m so sorry!’, be- 
cause it’s subjective — everyone’s watch- 
ing it from the context of their own life ex- 
perience, there’s just no way to say who 
it’s going to offend. If someone doesn’t 
find something funny — and comedy be- 
ing subjective there always will be someone 
who doesn’t find you funny — then it is of- 
fensive. And that’s why if you don’t find 
Andrew Dice Clay funny, it’s offensive.” 

The infamous Conan Chink incident was 
originally from a bit about trying to get out 
of jury duty. “I wrote, ‘As long as you write 
something racist, like “I hate Chinks.” I don’t 
want to be racist, I just want to get out of 
jury duty. So I filled out the form and wrote, 
“I love Chinks.” ’ Well, before I went on, 
they were like, ‘Don’t say “Chink.” You can 
say “Spic” or “Jew.” ’ And I thought, okay, 
maybe I can say ‘dirty Jew’ or something. But 
you know what? I can’t say ‘Jew,’ because it’s 
not offensive enough. Because I’m Jewish. 
So it has to be the most offensive thing I can 
say on television — for the joke to work. And 
if you’re saying that I can say ‘Spic,’ then 
I’m going to say ‘Chink,’ because how could 
you possibly say one is okay and one isn’t? 
You can’t possibly justify that. I’m going to 
say ‘Chink’ because it has the funny ‘ch’ and 
the hard ‘k’ and that’s why I’m going to say 
‘Chink.’ But I’m not going to not say ‘Chink’ 
and you tell me I can say ‘Spic’ — that’s ab- 
surd. And it comes down to who writes let- 
ters — it has no moral basis.” ©

East meets West in Turkey. 
And now in Germany, where 
filmmakers of Turkish descent 
have nurtured a vital hybrid 
cinema. Two films in the 
“Turkish Filmmakers Abroad 
Series” at the Museum of Fine 
Arts, part of the 1oth Annual 
Turkish Film Festival, demon- 
strate this blossoming in its 
earliest growth. 

Both feature the theme of 
cultural conflict and reconcil- 
iation. Seyhar Derin’s Zwischen

The star-crossed 
Romeo and Juliet also get a 
nod as Deniz, an assimilated 
Turk aspiring to law school, 
gives her passport to Umut, a 
young man she meets while 
visiting the old country, so he 
can join her in Germany. 
Nothing matters but love to 
these starry-eyed kids, but the 
realities of “artificial identities 
and boundaries” prove hard 
to overcome, not to mention 
the objections of parents and 
the demands of bills, exams, 
housekeeping, and proper 
personal hygiene. Derin relies 
overmuch on glib motifs, but 
the crisp storytelling, engag- 
ing performances, and wise 
avoidance of melodrama ele- 
vate the film to creditable if 
not celestial heights. 
Testosterone, not true 
love, unites the pals in Fatih 
Akin’s Kurz und schmerzlos|Short 
Sharp Shock (1998). Costa the 
Greek, Bobby the Serb, and 
Gabriel the Turk have sworn 
to cover one another’s backs 
in the mean streets of Ham- 
burg’s Altona. But they don’t 
figure on Muhamer the Al- 
banian, the local mobster 
whom Bobby joins to further 
his dreams of becoming an- 
other Al Pacino in Scarface. 
These kids have watched too 
many movies, and Akin him- 
self leans on his viewing of 
Scorsese and Tarantino in this 
tale of tortured loyalties, 
madcap spirits, abrupt vio- 
lence, and macho stupidity. 
Nonetheless, a stylistic exu- 
berance and weighty authen- 
ticity add substance, qualities 
that will bear fruit in Akin’s 
2004 Gegen die Wand/Head-On.

A female friend thought she had 

me pegged. “Your reviews are so pre- 
dictable,” she lectured me. “You like any 
film that’s left-wing and has pretty 
young women.”

But yes, this crit- 
ic’s libido can definitely be at play when 
watching a movie, and when I’m writing 
about it. Still, delicate reader: I’m not the 
only reviewer who gets aroused in the 
dark, and it’s not only drippy straight 
guys, and it’s not only guys. Recall 
Pauline (I Lost It at the Movies, Kiss Kiss Bang 
Bang) Kael, who decades ago wrote openly 
and brazenly about Hollywood hotties 
Paul Newman and Warren Beatty. Hugs 
for Pauline! 

Critics are given license to unzip in 
The X List: The National Society of Film Critics’ 
Guide to Movies That Turn Us On (Da Capo 
Press). I promise you a genuinely 
raunchy anthology, one that’s finely ed- 
ited by Jami Bernard of the New York Daily 
News. Bernard’s own essays are a splen- 
did place to start, her acknowledgment 
of the allure of all-time sex kitten Ann- 
Margret in Bye Bye Birdie (1963) and also 
her championing of the conniving, 
nymphomaniac first Mrs. de Winter, 
the unseen Rebecca of Hitchcock’s 1940 
classic, over timid-girl second wife 
Joan Fontaine. 

Boston critics are nicely represented 
in the book, beginning with the Boston

Herald’s James Verniere and his wonderful 
chronicle of his Catholic-lad infatuation 
with cult actress Barbara Steele in Black 
Sunday (1960), “a gothic-erotic fever 
dream, a kinky Russo-Italian mix of vio- 
lence, cleavage, bondage, and vam- 
pirism.” Phoenix film editor Peter Keough 
is another child-of-the-Vatican gone 
awry, lusting after Ingrid Bergman’s Sis- 
ter Mary Benedict in The Bells of St. Mary’s 
(1945). Our own Chris Fujiwara sets his 
scopophilic peepers on the unknown Su- 
san Denberg of Frankenstein Created Woman 
(1967), in which “she wears a startling 
low-cut blouse and adopts a bland pose of 
infinite sexual availability.” The Clobe’s Ty 
Burr thinks back amusingly to his post- 
college employ as a “Cinemax sex-movie 
content appraiser,” where he rubbed up 
against the joys of Young Lady Chatterley 
(1977). Me? I’m in there with the pretty 
young girls, mooning about pubescent 
Drew Barrymore and sharing dinner with 
porn actress and world gang-bang champ 
Annabel Chong. 


Alex Karpovsky’s The Hole Story had 
an “in-progress” screening at last 
spring’s Independent Film Festival of 
Boston, but it was worth a drive to the re- 
cent 2005 Northampton Film Festival to 
see the completed version. Take note of an 
important, talented, and original film- 
maker in our midst. After weary years as a 
Boston-based editor of 
corporate and karaoke 
videos, Karpovsky 
achieved this feature, 
and what a feature! It’s a 
kind of “mockumentary,” 
but so much more, as 
there’s little “mock” in 
this fictionalized non- 
fiction work and lots of 
drive and spiritual-exis- 
tential ambition. 
Karpovsky himself 
plays the central charac- 
ter, a satirized version of 
his own lost self. He’s a 
desperate video director 
pitching a silly cable TV 
series. Paid for from his 
own pocket, the project 
takes him to frozen-tun- 
dra Minnesota: it’s an ob- 
sessive Albert Brooks 
movie in Fargo land. The 
Hole Story can be hilarious- 
ly funny, but it also dares 
ask, and seriously, why 
the hell are we on this 
earth? Karpovsky’s movie 
needs a distributor. It 
needs to be shown in 
theaters in Karpovsky’s

FIFA on PSP bends it well 


In his book Sex, Drugs and Cocoa Puffs, 

Chuck Klosterman calls soccer (a/k/a 
“footie”) “inherently un-American,” 
something that’s geared to, and rewards, 
what he calls “Outcast Culture.” The im- 
plication is pretty clear: Chuck hates soccer. 

But Chuck also claims to have only pur- 
chased one video game in his life, and he 
all but likens the video-game phenomena 
to some sort of cultural equivalent of mas- 
turbation — a belief he’s probably happy to 
see exacerbated by the rise of 
hand-held gaming, which is all 
about the “Outcast Culture.” He’d 
probably view FIFA Soccer 06 for the 
Playstation Portable as an unholy 
doubling of said culture. But even 
he couldn’t deny that it has sensi- 
bilities and a soundtrack — full 
songs (and even some videos) by 
Embrace, Mando Diao, Oasis, Bloc 
Party, LCD Soundsystem, Damian 
“Jr. Gong” Marley and more — 
that any hipster would love. 

First, the graphics. The PSP’s 
giant screen still can’t prevent 
Frank Lampard from looking like 
a blue pixilated ant. Such is the 
hand-held. But the transition 
movies — as when Thierry Henry 
nets a goal or Wayne Rooney 
draws a yellow card — did live up 
to my expectations: the players’ 
faces and unis are detailed and grand. The 
pitches are as accurate as they can be 
(many of the ads are replaced with gener- 
ics), the colors are lush, and the chants in 
the stands are audible and fun. 

The controls are reasonably intuitive, 
mimicking those of previous console ver- 
sions of the game, though I periodically 
fiddled about trying to find the PSP’s toggle

stick. This led to some comical situations where 
my players were left standing as their oppo- 
nents burned through the backfield, but be- 
cause I often played as the English national 
squad, these lapses were usually compensated 
for by my dominance of lesser sides like Mexico 
and Northern Ireland. (I know, I’m a bully.) 

New to FIFA 06 is a Juggling mini-game in 
which you're asked to rotate the PSP into a 
vertical position (good thing it’s hand-held!) 
and then hit the corresponding arrow on the 
D-pad when prompted. The faster 
you go, the more points you earn for 
some sweet in-game rewards like 
new unis (Kaiserslautern’s alternate 
kit) and stadiums (Parc des Princes at 
night). It’s a cool use of the portable 
feature, though it means the action 
buttons are now on the top of the 
machine, and that can cause you to 
miss a prompt — costly given that 
you only have five misses altogether. 
Another new feature is the Challenge 
mode, in which you can relive key 
situations from the 2004-2005 season 
— the April game between Man City 
and Liverpool begins nil-nil with 25 
minutes left, so you can try and get 
Kiki Musampa to nail home the 
match winner for the Blues, as he 
did in the real thing. 

There are nearly 40 songs available 
from the start (two more can be un- 
locked), and the mostly Britpop fare sounds 
decent with headphones. Add it all up and FI- 
FAo6 for the PSP is a jolly good time, one that 
actually encourages playing with your hands. 

To prevent the dreaded “Outcast Culture” 
from spiking up, moreover, FIFA 06 is 
WI-FI compatible with up to four players. 
Klosterman can call it the GOP: “Group 
Outcast Culture.” ©

he Don Quixote of Stacy Klein’s 
The UnPOSSESSED brandishes a 
shield and a broom. The commit- 
ted founder of Double Edge The- 
atre is likewise a bit of a throw- 
back: a fierce disciple of Polish stage vision- 
ary Jerzy Grotowski in an age when imagis- 
tic theater has gone high-tech. Watching 
her athletic poor-theater adventure in sur- 
realism in the wake of Robert Lepage is like 
meeting someone who still makes her own 
clothes. I wonder: 30 years ago, would I 
have found Klein’s rigorous, ritualistic 
brand of theater profound rather than 
retro? But rooted in old-fashioned avant- 
garde though it may be, The UnPOSSESSED, a 
4ooth-anniversary riff on Don Quixote seen 
through the smoke of September 11, strikes 
a whimsical and melancholy chord that 
echoes Beckett as much as Cervantes. 

Klein’s Double Edge Theatre, which 
made a homecoming stop in Cambridge last 
week (at Zero Arrow Theatre, courtesy of the 
American Repertory Theatre and CRASHarts), 
began life in Allston in the early 1980s. First 
it was a feminist troupe and then, as 
evinced by its opaque but compelling Song 
Trilogy, an intrepid explorer of the Jewish Di- 
aspora. A decade ago, the troupe migrated 
to an Ashfield farm, where it could do its 
uncompromising work in more economical- 
ly feasible environs. It has carried on its 
theater explorations there, sometimes in 
collaboration with Eastern European 
artists, including WJodzimierz Staniewski’s 
Gardzienice Theatre Project. 

Another influence of the last 10 years 
has been Klein’s personal and artistic part- 
ner Carlos Uriona, who brings to the table 
his experience in the street theater of Ar- 
gentina, including shadow puppetry and 
circus technique. Uriona plays Don Quixote 
as a mad yet admirable artist done up like a 
grizzled Snoopy-as-the-Red-Baron to center 
an episodic collage drawn from Cervantes 
and asserting the power of dream, however 
hopeless, in a nightmarish world. Klein 
has said that, in the aftermath of Septem- 
ber 11, she came to see herself as quixotic, 
perhaps even fanatical, and The UnPOS- 
SESSED might be viewed as a wry yet rever- 
ent validation of the artistic quest. Truth to 
tell, the inventive work is more interesting 
for what it says about Double Edge, which 
continues to create its collaborative works 
of coalescing imagery, with the actor at 
their centers, than for what it says about 
Don Quixote, which isn’t much that hasn’t 
been more incisively articulated before. 

But Double Edge is not about articula- 

tion; it’s about a visceral, subconscious 
journey, in this case piggybacked on the 
quest of Cervantes’s brave, deluded, self- 
appointed knight errant. The audience for

The UnPOSSESSED is kept milling in the lob- 
by until the piece begins, and the image it 
confronts upon entrance is one of the 
most arresting of the short evening: dan- 
gling in air, Matthew Glassman’s Sancho 
Panza clings to a fabric trapeze as, be- 
neath him, two giant figures revolve on 
hidden ladders, majestically moving bil- 
lowing flags. They are the human wind- 
mills against which our hero, emerging 
hand first from beneath a small mountain 
of books, will tilt. 

Throughout The UnPOSSESSED, Klein and 
company utilize crude but effective physi- 
cal motifs: a sort of aerial ballet performed 
on the fabric trapezes, actors rolling da 
Vinci-like across the stage in what is ap- 
parently a round metal cow trough turned 
on its side — and at one point dancing 
around its narrow edge. A frustrated 
Quixote informs Sancho and his partners 
that they look “ridiculous,” but in fact the 
effect is magical, one of a number of seem- 
ingly effortless yet delicate feats in a work 
that floats and flows, however exposed its 
mechanics, as the proficient performers 
skim the stage on their wheeled ladders, 
doing double duty as musicians playing 
Justin Handley’s klezmer-influenced score 
on instruments that include mandolin, vi- 
olin, guitar, cello, and accordion. 

Uriona and Glassman, a muscular and 
cajoling Sancho, are formidable athletes as 
well as actors who bring a Beckettesque 
quarrelsomeness and tendermess to their 
connection. (This is most striking when 
they share a raw onion, recalling Estragon 
and his carrots.) If there is a pure Cervantes 
theme to the work, it is the infusion of 
Quixote into Sancho, who in Glassman’s 
charming rendition thrashes on his trapeze 
crucible toward a kind of bravery. The other 
four actors also prove personable, versatile, 
and vulnerable. Since leaving Allston to 
take on Western Massachusetts, Eastern 
Europe, and, last fall, New York’s La MaMa 
Annex, where The UnPOSSESSED was enthu- 
siastically received, Double Edge has grown 
in accessibility and skill while remaining 
connected to its Grotowski-nurtured roots. 
It’s nice these folks are able to visit, even if 
they can’t afford to live here. 

Knights also figure in Anthony Clar- 
voe’s championship-chess-world-set 
pushy-parent drama The Art of Sacrifice, 
which is in its world premiere at Lowell’s 
Merrimack Repertory Theatre (through De- 
cember 4) — and not just as figures on the 
chessboard. “You're a warrior in the cause 
of logic and beauty. . . . A wandering 
knight, that’s you,” declares irascible fa- 
ther Will to son Aron, an International 
Grandmaster to whom his dad has been 

force-feeding chess since he showed him- 












self a prodigy at three. But the only thing 
Clarvoe tilts at in this tepid two-hander 
are clichés — including the title revelation 
that those who try to hold on to all their 
chess pieces, or to the meaningful minuti- 
ae of their lives, will fall to those who are 
willing to pare away all but winning. 

Clarvoe is the author of Ambition Facing 
West, a complex three-generational immi- 
grant drama based on his own family’s 
journey from a Croatia rooted in history to 
an America questing toward the future. 
Following its 1997 premiere at Trinity 
Repertory Company, the play won the El- 
liot Norton Award for Outstanding New 
Script. The Art of Sacrifice also examines the 
cost of ambition but with less layering, its 
watring father and son wanting to blame 
each other for instigating the feral drive to 
which their normal lives have been 
sacrificed. 

The son, a ruthless but resentful chess 
geek who spent his youth hoarding Chex 
Mix in old trophies because his father 
wouldn't let him off the board-game bat- 
tlefield long enough to eat, feels he was 
pushed. The father maintains that the 
son, whose talent was “an animal” and 
whose tantrums could be quelled only by 
chess, demanded to be honed. Pointing 
Aron toward his manifest destiny, Will 
says, drove away Will’s wife and less tal 
ented son and forced him into monster du- 
ty on the chess circuit, from which he was 
eventually banned for life. The old man 
has framed that chastisement and keeps it 
among his son’s many trophies in the oth- 
erwise sparse den (the chess table set up 
under a phalanx of harsh lights, it looks 
less like a parlor than an operating cham- 
ber) that serves as a shrine to their mutual 
obsession. 

The Art of Sacrifice is not badly written. It 
has amusingly caustic moments and dips a 
foot into the conflicting currents stirred up 
by the deaths — real or imagined — of fa- 
thers. But we’ve heard this conversation 
too many times before. Moreover, at MRT, 
in a mostly static staging helmed by artis- 
tic director Charles Towers, whatever emo- 
tional current might have charged the dra- 
ma had its plug pulled by unfortunate cir- 
cumstance: one of the play’s two actors 
had to be replaced at the last minute. Jere- 
miah Wiggins plays Aron with a wiry 
quickness that suggests both a sharp mind 
and arrested development. But Nesbitt 
Blaisdell, a Broadway veteran who came 
late to the role of the taskmaster dad who 
treats his son’s trophies more lovingly than 

he does his son, is too tied to his script to 
give an invested performance. It hardly 
matters. This is ambition facing its own 
navel, and the view is overly familiar. © 
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“Ballet for Martha” aA Ay

Anniversadance/Danciversary’

The Dance Complex applied alternate 

made-up names, “Anniversadance/ 
Danciversary,” to its 14th-birthday con- 
certs last weekend at the studio in Central 
Square. The event too was a composite of 
ideas from several members of the Com- 
plex teaching roster. The six chamber-size 
works ranged in style from mini ballets to 
physical encounters, and in tone from the 
theatrical to the intimate, even private. 

Rozann Kraus’s mysterious solo by any 
other name was accompanied by a program 
note: “for someone who needs so much 
more than we can give.” Wearing a white 
lace confection I would situate someplace 
between a wedding dress and a Playboy bun- 
ny costume, Kraus made some twisting, 
agitated moves threaded with stiff-armed, 
incomplete port de bras. I thought she 
looked like a person who was trying to 
dance but couldn’t make her body do the 
right thing. 

During a good part of the concert I was 
thinking about the ways dancers inhabit 
the movement they’re performing. It isn’t 
just a case of doing a job — they take ona 
whole attitude about the thing they’re 
showing to the audience, or become a dif- 
ferent person from whoever they are off 
stage. We expect a certain grandeur from 
ballet dancers, for instance, but the three 
women in Rebecca Rice’s Stratas and the 
five in Margot Parsons’s Etude needed 
bravado or sheer nerve to bring off balletic 
turning, posing, and balancing with the 
audience sitting 10 feet away from them. 

Both Rice and Parsons try to play down 
the showy aspects of ballet technique 
without losing its advantages. Rice frees 
up and extends ballet steps into space 
with Isadora Duncanish skipping on the 
balls of the feet, relaxed extensions, and 
tilted turns and balances. Parsons plays

compositional tricks, adding and subtract- 
ing dancers from patterns you think are al- 
ready established. Neither of them used 
pointe shoes. 

The postmodern dancers drilled them- 
selves into a sort of performing neutrality 
in order to combat the perceived aloofness 
or phoniness of ballet dancers. In Danny 
Swain’s Good Duck, Dead Duck, a trio of women 
dressed in white undershirts and ripped 
white pants engaged in mild acrobatics 
and grappled one another into knotty em- 
braces on the floor. Between these moves 
they walked around with a slumped, “every- 
day” offhandedness that looked more 
artificial to me than their choreographed 
slides and spins. 

The joint choreography of Diane Arvan- 
ites-Noya and Tommy Neblett is always 
highly theatrical without giving the im- 
pression it’s a display of technique. In The 
Queens’ Spectre, four women dance a territo- 
rial quadrille that could involve possession 
of four high ladderback chairs. At first 
each slithers and hangs on a chair of her 
own. Later they rush to exchange places 
and, growing more frenetic, fall into in- 
creasingly intricate games of acquisitive- 
ness, competition, deception, capture. 
Eventually you 
Tealize it’s not the chairs they desire but 
one another. 

Debra Bluth and Olivier Besson are very 
different physical types and performing 
personalities, but both are exhilarating to 
watch. They know they’re dancing, every 
minute; they know we know it. Bluth opens 
Here, You, Me with a series of squiggly moves, 
shapes you’ve never seen before, and sudden 
complete stops. She’s as fully energized in 
the stops as she is in the movements, and 
she looks astonished to be making them. 

Besson arrives, an easy, uncomplicated 
mover, and lies down next 
to her. He does this rather 
slowly, bit by bit, adapting 
to her space. They begin a 
courtship that, in an ordi- 
nary couple, would end in 
harmony, accommoda- 
tion. But theirs never does. 
Moving in close, he ma- 
nipulates her delicately, 
turning her by the neck, 
lifting her by the shoulder 
blades. He lies across her 
lap; she angles around him 
in an ungainly embrace, 
holds him with her wrists. 
He slings her around his 
body; her moves veer past 
his shoulder. 

The remarkable thing 
is how sexy their misal- 
liance is, and how per- 
fectly tuned in they are to 
each other’s otherness. ©

The star of Joan Snyder’s show at the 
Nielsen Gallery on Newbury Street is a re- 
cent painting called Pond. Describing this 
image of a tiny round body of water decked 
with lily pads makes it sound like an aerial 
view of the woody landscape around the 
artist’s summer home in Woodstock, New 
York, but the visceral delight of the work is 
in how it conjures a place by an alchemy of 
materials: syrupy drips and dabs of paint; 
the muddy ring of the pond edge concocted 
from dirt and herbs and papier-maché; the 
mysterious dark translucent water (an 
acrylic varnish?); the felty softness of the 
cloth-and-paper lily pads; actual wet au- 
tumn leaves; patches where the raw linen 
stands bare. This is glorious old-school 
painterly painting, the sort that gets you 
all choked up and giddy. 

And there’s plenty to see with Synder’s 
show of recent work at the Nielsen Gallery 
through December 3 and a 30-painting ret- 
Tospective at the Danforth Museum in 
Framingham that was organized by direc- 
tor Katherine French and is up through 
February 5. (The Danforth show premiered 
at the Jewish Museum in New York in Au- 
gust.) The 65-year-old Snyder, one of the 
founding mothers of modern feminist art 
along with the likes of Elizabeth Murray, 
Judy Chicago, and Miriam Schapiro, first 
won attention with paintings like 1969’s 
Lines and Strokes. Here she distilled her earli- 
er landscape paintings by dividing up her 
Taw canvas with penciled horizontal lines 
and then filling them with loose bands of 
autumn red, orange, and brown, like love- 
ly outtakes from a Rothko. Snyder is one of 
the poor souls who came of age at the 
height of Minimalism and was forever 
scarred by it. Minimalist art draws its 
power from paring down, from purity and 
monkish asceticism, but for many artists 
it Was hobbling. You see Snyder finding 
herself within minimalist confines via 
short staccato strokes and drips arrayed *

The pressing question among women 
artists just then was whether there was a 
female xsthetic distinct from men’s. “I 
was one of those who was out to prove that 
there was, that our work comes out of our 
lives, and that women’s experiences are 
somehow different from men’s experi- 
ences, so our work is going to be differ- 
ent,” Snyder remembers in the catalogue of 
her work that coincides with the Danforth 
show. Soon her compositions grew wilder 
and chock full of material: paint, velvet, 
silk, plants, plastic grapes, and elements 
that are stitched or stuffed. The results of 
her “maximalist” approach are often strik- 
ing and seductive, but just as regularly 
she’s produced works of unabashed ugli- 
ness — check out 1973’s Flesh/Art. Like her 
maximalism, this awfulness is a badge of 
rebellious experimentation — she’s no 
longer going to follow the (male) rules, 
and you needn’t either. 

“It was women artists who pumped the 
blood back into the art world in the ’70s 
and ’8os,” Snyder’s Danforth essay contin- 
ues, “At the height of the Pop and Minimal 
movements, we were making other art — 
art that was personal, autobiographical, 
expressionistic, parrative, andpoliti@.” 
Her paintings are a barometer of her 
moods: about her marriage to the photog-

rapher Larry Fink in 1969; leaving Manhat- 
tan for the country; a miscarriage; the 
birth of her daughter Molly in 1979; her di- 
vorce; her affair with her psychiatrist; 
moving back to Manhattan, then Long Is- 
land; months bedridden by Lyme Disease; 
moving to Brooklyn in 1989 to be with her 
new partner, the judge Maggie Cammer. 

Snyder’s paintings became diaristic in 
the mid 1970s, when she started jotting 
her thoughts onto her canvases. In 1983’s 
Apple Tree Mass, next to a schematic tree she 
scribbled her fears about the break-up of 
her marriage and the safety of children 
and listed what she loved about and lost 
from the Pennsylvania farm she shared 
with her ex. It also became shamanistic, 
exorcising demons and healing hurts. A 
decade ago, a friend who performed 
acupuncture in the front of the building 
where she had her studio gave her some 
Chinese medicinals. She embedded them 
in her art. “At first 1 was making healing 
paintings for two or three years for people 
that were sick,” she said in a talk spon- 
sored by the Danforth at the Framingham 
Civic League a couple of Sundays back, 
“and then I started just using them be- 
cause they’re so incredible.” 

By the mid 1980s, Snyder was aching to 
get out of New York City again, so she 
moved with Molly to a house on Long Is- 
land. The surrounding fields inspired a 
new body of work in which her old strokes

resurfaced as muddy fur- 
rows sprouting beans and 
pumpkins. Beanfield with Mu- 
sic, a 6x12 panorama from 
1984, is built of wide green 
and black strokes dashing 
left to right across the or- 
ange canvas. “When I 
painted the fields, I really 
felt as if 1 were in a field,” 
she says in the Danforth 
catalogue. “It’s a very phys- 
ical thing. I’m planting my 
canvas and arranging the 
rows and colors.” 

As this painting’s title 
suggests, Snyder listens to 
music for inspiration: jazz 
for spontaneity and con- 
trast; Mozart, Handel, 
Bach, Beethoven, and 
Bartok for symphonic com- 
plexity, for conflict and res- 
olution. With 1988 came di- 
dactic complaints about 
women and children 
wounded in Afghanistan, 
Nazi death camps, Pales- 
tine. Dark awkward paint- 
ings mourn friends lost to 
AIDS in the early ’90s. The howling and 
haunted apple tree motifs of the 1980s, 
symbolic of her divorce, gave way in the 
early ’90s to melancholy and elegiac cherry 
trees and sunflowers that represented her 
parents’ deaths. (She saw a cherry tree 
once while driving to visit her dying father 
in a nursing home.) 

Bits of Monet, Rothko, De Kooning, 
Rauschenberg, Twombly, and Kiefer echo 
in her work. Her sunflowers and blooming 
countrysides recall Vincent van Gogh; 
their paintings are similarly electrified by 
emotionally charged color and rugged in- 
dividual brushstrokes laid one by one by 
one. The grids, for her, refer to the struc- 
ture of marriage. The drips are sometimes 
tears. She says Two Rivers (2005), at the 
Nielsen Gallery, channeled Iraq’s Tigris 
and Euphrates without her realizing it. “1 
think on some level I am very hooked into 
a collective unconscious when I am paint- 
ing, and this really proved it to me.” 

Snyder’s styles in this decade continue 
to mix annoying awkwardness and unusu- 
al beauty. Her imagery — hearts, flowers, 
nests — and its prettiness strike a proud 
girly femininity. Perpetuo (2004) is a bunch 
of lilac and orange blossoms, or maybe 
breasts. The centers are built up of a shiny 
red and cream paint, like hard candy, that

Village Voice art critic Jerry Saltz 

has written, “No one gets out of 
Kara Walker's world alive, not even the 
artist,” referring to the way Walker’s 
provocative art has caused almost as 
much criticism as praise (and a 
MacArthur Foundation Award) to rain 
down on her, and from every side of the 
political spectrum. Walker uses the de- 
mure medium of the cut-paper silhou- 
ette to create parading casts of racially 
stereotyped characters — mammies and 
pickaninnies, naked tribal girls and top- 
hatted white plantation owners — 
marching across gallery and museum 
walls and interacting in ways that are 
sometimes lewd, sometimes violent, 
and usually quite ambiguous. Despite 
their detail, the silhouetted figures re- 
main essentially mute, compelling view- 
ers to project into them, and that makes 
Walker's issues of shame and eroticism, 
race and sex, master and slave uncom- 
fortably immediate. 

Walker recently installed a large work 
at the Museum of Fine Arts (it'll be up 
indefinitely) called “THE RICH SOIL 
DOWN THERE,” in which a line up of 
black and white figures evokes America’s 
ante-bellum South, with twists that are 
both impish and discomforting. You can 


get some insight into Walker and her 
ways on December 1 when Barbara 
O'Brien, editor-in-chief of Art New Eng- 
land, gives a gallery talk (free with muse- 
um admission) on the new installation. 
(Walker herself will lecture on the work 
March 22 in the MFA’s Remis Auditori- 
um.) And while you're at the MFA, don’t 
miss the exhibition of Pop works in the 
Foster Gallery, with rarely seen examples 
of Richard Pettibone’s tiny appropriation 
paintings from the early 1960s, and a 
great Robert Rauschenberg cardboard- 
box construction from the early 1970s. 

Every year, Tufts University presents 
a series of MFA-thesis exhibitions by 
artists in the joint graduate degree pro- 
gram of Tufts and the School of the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts.

Charles Burns’s grand

BLACK HOLE 


BY CHARLES BURNS 
PANTHEON | 368 PAGES, $24.95 


In 2002, Jonathan Franzen declared 
fictional sex dead: his own experiences 
and the maudlin portrayal of intercourse 
in literature had met incongruous ends. 
The essay was “Books in Bed,” collected 
in HowTo Be Alone (FSG), and in it, 
Franzen went further, confessing dread 
at the prospect of yet another scene of 
“orgasmic collapse.” “The more sincerely 
explicit a novel’s dirty bits, I think,” 

he wrote, “the more they beg to be 
removed.” 

Some enterprising editor should at- 
tach the whole of Charles Burns’s intri- 
cately wrought new graphic novel, Black 
Hole to Franzen’s essay as an exercise in 
literary-hypotheses-proved-shamefully- 
wrong. This book is that good: it exists 
as a sort of fuck-you to anyone who was 
convinced that sex couldn’t be done right 
on the page, and done, furthermore, as 
an art form. More important, it asks 
whether today’s comics are explaining 
something traditional novels can’t. 

The entirety of Black Hole takes place 
in a suburb of 1970s Seattle, where a 
group of teenagers have fallen victim to 
a ravaging virus, The disease, which is

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spread via unprotected sex, has ghastly 
results. One victim sprouts hair on his 
face, like Michael J. Fox circa Teen Wolf. 
Another develops a vaginal gash on her 
back, through which she can crawl out of 
her skin, like a snake shedding its scales. 
There are warts, pus, misshapen heads, 
and even, in one case, a penis that has 
become improbably curled, like the tail 
of a pig. The Surgeon General’s office 
should be taking notes; no one who reads BOSTON 8 
Black Hole will ever leave home without a 
condom again. 

In the midst of this small-scale epidem- 
ic, a handful of characters rattle through 
the ups and downs of high-school life. 
Dorky Keith Pearson loves calm, collected 
Chris Rhodes. Chris is in love with tall, 
handsome Rob Facincani, whom she meets 
at a party. Keith and his friends smoke a lot 
of pot, drink a lot of beers, and operate on 
the fringes of a social scene based mostly 
around keg parties and skinny dipping. 
Everything seems to be ticking along Dazed 
and Confused-edly until Chris and Rob have 
sex in a local cemetery and a small mouth 
on Rob’s neck starts groaning. Chris, wor- 
ried, lights up a cigarette and backs away, 
but not before we’re made to understand 
the worst: she is now infected. 

The book explodes from there. A com- 
munity of diseased teenagers have taken 
to the hills around the high school, where 
they hide from their peers. Chris and Rob 
join them, and Rob is promptly torn to 

death by a sadistic forest creature. 
The rest of Black Hole is spent putting 
the pieces back together. Other re- 
viewers have noted that this book is a 
murder mystery, and it is, | guess, 
but only in the way that The Brothers 
Karamazov is a family drama. Black Hole 
is a grand experiment, a working 
testament to how powerful a graphic 
novel can be. 

Burns has a deft and knowing 
touch; under his hand, a dozen plot 
strands — which are twisted and 
melded by a handful of perspectives, 
and dragged through an unknown 
number of realities — connect 
through explicit and implicit portray- 
als of intercourse and intimacy, illu- 
mination and shadow. In other words, 
this book, when not overtly concerned 
with sex, is concerned with the emo- 
tional ramifications of sex, with our 
sex dreams, and with every Freudian 
and Jungian sex trope under the sun. 
Through hundreds of carefully choreo- 
graphed black-and-white panels, the 
characters in Black Hole act out a sort of 
ballet, and the moral is ambiguous: 
this is shameful, and strangely beau- 
tiful. Or: this is natural, and beauti-

Shakespeare reworked 

some of his plays when 
they were revived for new productions, or 
perhaps for different audiences. Dickens 
provided two endings for Great Expectations; 
Balanchine made changes in Apollo and 
Mozartiana. The movie that plays in the- 
aters isn’t always the same one that reap- 
pears on the DVD, or as the director’s cut. 
Jazz by its very nature doesn’t have a 
finished form, and with the advent of the 
remix, pop music is beginning to follow 
suit. 

Classical composers have always felt free 
to rework their compositions, whether to 
command a larger audience or on the ad- 
vice of friends or because the music didn’t 
sound the way they expected when they 
wrote it down. Sometimes two versions 
survive, like the Dresden and Paris versions 
of Wagner’s Tannhauser. Schumann rewrote 
his Fourth Symphony, and the new version 
is what’s almost always performed, but a 
few conductors prefer the original. No one 
performs the final version of Mendels- 
sohn’s Fourth Symphony; the consensus is 
that he should have left well enough alone. 

Gustav Mahler made changes in many 
of his symphonies after they’d premiered. 
Few composers have agonized so obsessive- 
ly over getting it right; yet 100 years later, 
questions linger over his decision to remove 
the Blumine movement from the First Sym- 
phony and his switching the order of the 
inner movements in the Sixth. A trio of 
new recordings — Zsolt Hamar and the 
Pannon Philharmonic doing the 1893 “orig- 
inal” version of the First (Hungaroton); 
Benjamin Zander and the Philharmonia 
doing the 1906 “final” version of the First 
(Telarc); Ivan Fischer and the Budapest Fes- 
tival Orchestra doing the “authentic” ver- 
sion of the Sixth (Channel Classics) — put 
those decisions back in the spotlight. 

Mahler’s First Symphony had a long 
genesis. Its seeds were a set of four songs — 
Lieder eines fahrenden Gesellen (“Songs of a Way- 
farer”) and a trumpet serenade he wrote in 
1884; they grew into a five-movement 
“symphonic poem” that premiered in 1889 
and after two further performances and 
some rewriting became the four-movement 
symphony that’s now standard. The trum- 
pet serenade became the second movement 
of the symphonic poem and in 1893 was 
given the name Blumine (after an essay col- 


lection by the German Romantic Jean Paul 
and referring to flowers), but that’s the 
movement Mahler eliminated. He gave 
conflicting explanations, the most persua- 
sive being that Blumine was naive and senti- 
mental and “not symphonic.” There might 
have been other reasons, however. Blumine, 
like the Gesellen lieder, was written for Jo- 
hanna Richter, the blonde soprano with 
whom Mahler had been infatuated in 1884 
and who shared her last name with Jean 
Paul, at the time his favorite writer. (For a 
time the symphonic poem bore the name 
Titan, after one of Jean Paul’s novels.) By 
the 1890s, Mahler’s personal life had 
moved on, and perhaps he felt his sympho- 
ny should as well. The catch is that the 
germ of Blumine, the opening six-note trum- 
pet phrase, sprouts in the other move- 
ments and especially in the finale, where 
the lyric second theme flashes back to the 
hero’s youthful amour before he moves on. 
In the four-movement symphony, there’s 
nothing for the finale to flash back to. 

Back in 1982, Hungaroton released a 
five-movement version of the First by Ivan 
Fischer infamously labeled the “original 
1889 Budapest version,” though the 1889 
score has not survived and the LP offered 
just the standard 1906 version with Blumine 
dropped back in. The label does hardly bet- 
ter this time out: the liner cover trumpets 
Zsolt Hamar’s performance as the “Weimar 
version, 1893,” whereas in fact Mahler con- 
ducted his symphonic poem in Hamburg in 
1893 and Weimar in 1894; and the conduc- 
tor in his liner note is unaware that there 
even was a Hamburg performance. But 
that’s the version on this CD, and the 
members of Pannon Philharmonic, which 
is based in Pécs, the southernmost town in 
Hungary, play it as if they’d never heard it 
before. Which turns out to be a blessing: 
they provide steady tempos (no stampeding 
at the end of movements), a dance-like 
pulse, a balance that doesn’t favor the 
strings, and the odd quirk that tells you 
they’re playing the music and not the 
notes. The trumpet in Blumine is stiff and 
the Funeral March needs more room, but 
this one puts the magic back into Mahler. 

Benjamin Zander has performed Blumine, 
and done it well, with New England Conser- 
vatory youth orchestras, and he recorded it 
with the Philharmonia for this Telarc re- 
lease, but the movement didn’t make it onto 
the CD, Zander having decided he preferred 
the standard four movements, as do most of 
his peers. A number of conductors, among

them Simon Rattle, have included 
Blumine as an appendix on their 
recordings, and if that had been 
done here (there was room on the 
disc), listeners would have had the 
opportunity to judge for them- 
selves. Blumine and the entire gene- 
sis of the symphony also get short 
shrift on Zander’s bonus discussion 
disc, which is the usual mix of in- 
spired, inspirational, and insipid, 
with the odd inaccuracy: we learn 
how Mahler incorporated the cuck- 
00’s song into his symphony, and 
we do get to hear a snatch of Blumine 
flickering in the finale, but a weird- 
ly literal interpretation of Mahler’s 
“Under Full Sail” description of the 
Scherzo substitutes for a discussion 
how 

he transformed the Austrian 
landler. The performance is more 
emphatic and thicker-textured 
than Hamar’s, with some cogent 
phrasing but also some vulgarity 
and a lot of digging in rather than 
moving on. It’s the standard “ma- 
ture” approach to this symphony, 
and Zander executes it more gratify- 
ingly than most, but perhaps what 
Mahler wrote wants something 
younger and fresher. And though 
the Gesellen lieder make an appropri- 
ate complement, even those for 
whom Dietrich Fischer-Dieskau is 
too mannered may find Christopher 
Maltman insufficiently heroic. 

Twentieth-century Mahlerites 
grew up on the four-movement 
First, the one Mahler published 
and authorized; the 1893 version 
didn’t even turn up till 1959. But 
they also grew up on the Sixth 
Symphony with the Scherzo sec- 
ond and the Andante third. 

Mahler had conceived the work 

and even published it that way; he 
changed his mind during re- 

hearsals for the premiere and per- 
formed it with Andante second 

and the Scherzo third, but it was 
understood that before his death 

he’d changed his mind again and 
reverted to the original conception. 
Now it seems clear that he didn’t. 

The original conception allows the ; 
Andante, a transcendent Alpine pas- # 
toral, to allay the Halloween horrors 

of the Scherzo; the revision is an alto- 
gether tougher and less comforting 
creature. Did Mahler make the 

change for that reason? Or was he 
afraid that the Scherzo didn’t afford 
enough contrast when following the 
Allegro energico first movement? He never 
explained his decision. 

The trend among major Mahler conduc- 
tors is to accept this new “authentic” 
version: Claudio Abbado on his live 2004 
Berlin Philharmonic recording; Michael 
Tilson Thomas in recent concerts. John 
Barbirolli always conducted it that way, 
and Simon Rattle has from the beginning 
of his career. Ivan Fischer’s intriguing 
reading is short on neurosis, drama, pas- 
sion, angst, and most of all transgression,

and he doesn’t always have the right gear 
changes, but this performance, in Budapest’s 
new Palace of Arts, is never bland or ho- 
mogenized and has an unmannered delica- 
cy to go with its elegiac timbre. The An- 
dante, performed second, makes a modest 
impression. For years, conductors, perhaps 
subconsciously, “solved” the Scherzo-An- 
dante problem by turning the Andante into 
an Adagio and giving it more weight. Lis- 
tening to Leonard Bernstein or Klaus 
Tennstedt might make you wonder

The Boston Symphony Orchestra 

and James Levine end 2005 with a 
concert of four works that the orchestra 
commissioned and premiered. It’s the 
sort of convenient throw-together pro- 
gram that might seem like a stunt, but 
in fact it turns out to be a unified whole, 
with deep, interlacing connections to 
the orchestra's character, and to the 
paths that lie before it. 

On the bill, in chronological order, 
are Stravinsky's Symphony of Psaims 
(1930), Barték’s Concerto for Orchestra 
(1943), Henri Dutilleux's Second Sym- 
phony (“Le Double”; 1959), and Elliott 
Carter's Boston Concerto (2003). Right 
off the bat you can see a mirror pat- 
tern: two symphonies, two concertos. 
Both the Carter and the Bartok, howev- 
er, have a breadth and complexity typi- 
cal of a symphony, and both sym- 
phonies are notable for a concerto-like 
emphasis on individual instruments 
and sections of the orchestra. Stravin- 
sky omits the violins and violas and 
gives the winds and the chorus more 
prominence. In the Dutilleux, the “dou- 
ble” of the title is a chamber orchestra 
of 12 soloists that shadows the main 
group; the result is a strangely refract- 
ed concerto grosso. So you can see the 
program as a salute not only to a great

orchestra but also to a marvelous 
group of soloists and sections. (And in 
that regard, let's not forget the Tangle- 
wood Festival Chorus.) 

It's also a useful key to landmarks in 
the orchestra's development. Three of 
the four works are linked to Serge Kous- 
sevitzky, under whose auspices the or- 
chestra commissioned and premiered 
the Stravinsky and the Barték. The Du- 
tilleux is dedicated to his memory and 
was premiered by Charles Munch — 
which is fitting, since the piece has an 
audible connection to Ravel and espe- 
cially to Debussy, repertoire that Munch 
made the orchestra’s specialty. Indeed, 
it sounds almost as though Dutilleux 
were picking up where Debussy left off 
in Jeux, a piece that was on Levine's 
opening program this year. 

Levine has said that he wants the 
BSO “to have a Carter repertoire the 
way they have a Bartok repertoire.’ 
Well, if anyone has a Carter repertoire, 
Boston does. In addition to the Concer- 
to (first played under Ingo Metzmach- 
er's baton), the BSO has premiered his 
Micomicén and his Symphonia and has 
played Partita under Levine as well 
The composer's language seems to be 
mellowing in his old age. It’s still thorny 
and an initial shock to the ears, but the 


construction is more lucid. You can see 
his shapes and hear the way thihgs join 
together more easily; you get a glimpse 
of the road map in his mind. 

That's an important shift for any 
composer, but it’s downright amazing 
for a guy who'll turn 97 soon after 
these concerts. What would have hap- 
pened if Bartok had lived to that age? 
It's fun to wonder whether, like 
Stravinsky, he would have found artis- 
tic rejuvenation in Schoenberg's 12- 
note procedures, turning away from 
the more accessible language of the 
Concerto for Orchestra, one of his last 
completed works 

Rejuvenation is what this concert 
is about — how an orchestra can pilot 
itself forward by looking at the fu- 
tures it’s engaged in the past. If in 75 
years the Boston Concerto isn't heard 
as often as the Symphony of Psaims 
is now, it won't be for the BSO’s lack 
of trying to hear what's around the 
next corner

THE FENWAY RISING 


INSTEAD OF MOVING TO A NEW NEIGHBORHOOD, THE RED SOX HAVE 
DECIDED TO TRANSFORM, RADICALLY, THE ONE AROUND THEM | ay naw. sernstein 


NEIGHBORHOOD DEVELOPMENT IN BOSTON IS A CONTACT SPORT, AND USUALLY 
NOT A PRODUCTIVE ONE. EVERYONE GETS IN THE RING AND FIGHTS FOR THEIR 
OWN INTERESTS, WHILE THE ACTUAL PROJECT — A NEW BOSTON GARDEN, 


the South Boston waterfront, Crosstown, 
whatever — goes unfulfilled for decades. 

So how can it be that everyone seems 
ready to move forward on the transforma- 
tion of the area surrounding Fenway Park? 

It appears genuinely likely that five years 
from now, thousands of Longwood Medical 
Area professionals will live in spanking new 
high-rise condominium and apartment 
buildings in the Fenway neighborhood. 
Pedestrian-friendly sidewalks will be lined 
with new stores and entertainment venues. 
The commuter rail’s Yawkey Station will 
emerge as a major hub of the city, as willa 
rejuvenated and cleaned-up Green Line D 
Branch stop at Fenway. The Mass Pike chasm 
will no longer sever the college-centric world 
around Kenmore Square from Lansdowne 
Street, Fenway Park, and beyond.

D’ANGELO SITS DEFIANT in front of the progress of Trilogy; the site of the Baseball Tavern and the bridge 
over the Pike will be radically transformed. 


Although it sometimes may appear as 
such, it would be a mistake to view this 
new neighborhood — an “urban village,” as 
planners call it — as simply a Red Sox land 
grab. That would ignore several years of 
planning by community groups and Mayor 
Tom Menino’s administration, as well as 
the immense influence of Boston University 
on one side and the Longwood mini-city of 
medicine on the other. It would also under- 
estimate the work of developers John Rosen- 
thal, president of Meredith Management 
Croup, who will build a huge complex 
called One Kenmore over the Mass Pike; and 
Steve Samuels, president of Samuels & Asso- 
ciates, who will build several high-rise resi- 
dential buildings on upper Boylston Street 
in partnership with Boylston Properties. 

But truth be told, the Sox’ new owners 
have gained and exercised a 
lot of clout in dictating 
changes to their surround- 
ings, and can often start or 
stop projects, and make 
politicians jump on com- 
mand. After decades in local 
hands, the team has been 
controlled since 2002 by peo- 
ple from far-flung lands: fu- 
tures trader John Henry in 
Florida; television executive 
Tom Werner in Los Angeles; 
Yale educated lawyer and 
baseball executive Larry 
Lucchino, who relocated to 
Boston from San Diego; and 
the minority-shareholder 
New York Times Company. 

But they sure think they 
know what’s best for both 
the city and the state — par- 
ticularly when it comes to 
the neighborhoods sur- 
rounding their headquar- 
ters, a/k/a Fenway Park. City 
agencies, real-estate develop- 
ers, community groups, and 
business associations have 
worked for years on plans to 
transform West Fenway, 
even as the previous Sox 
owners considered moving 
the team out of the neigh- 
borhood. Now that the new 
ownership has decided to 
Stay, they are making crystal- 
clear that they want to have 
the final say on what hap- 
pens, and what doesn’t. 

After careful calculation, 
the new owners have decid- 
ed that they can make Fen- 
way Park profitable — if. If 
they add 3600 more seats. If 
they expand concessions — 
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even more-so than they’ve already done by 
co-opting Yawkey Way — and other sources 
of revenue. And if the neighborhood around 
them becomes a more popular destination 
and thus a more profitable place to be. (Dis- 
closure: Boston Phoenix publisher Stephen 
Mindich owns the 120-126 Brookline Avenue 
buildings in the Fenway, where the Phoenix’s 
offices are located.) 

This year — and particularly since the 
season ended last month — the Sox have set 
to work. They are making major renovations 
inside the ballpark, and renovating two 
small abutting buildings they own. They 
have bought up property around the park, to 
ensure that they control what gets built 
there, similar to BU’s strategy around its 
campus, including Kenmore Square. “We’re 
not interested in being real-estate developers 
per se,” says Janet Marie Smith, Red Sox VP 
of planning and development. “We’re inter- 
ested in making sure the area is as magical 
as possible.” 

The Sox also negotiated themselves a 
partnership with the group that plans to 
build a new hotel next to the ballpark — 
pissing off Steve Weiner of SR Weiner & As- 
sociates who got squeezed out of the deal, 
according to an account by Globe business 
columnist Steve Bailey. Successfully lobby- 
ing behind, or around, Mayor Menino’s 
back. Although it was less then they wanted, 
they got the state Senate to pass a $55 mil- 
lion infrastructure-improvement plan that 
fits the team’s needs in the area around Fen- 
way Park, rather than the city’s. They pre- 
vented Rosenthal from putting up buildings 
over the Mass Pike, behind left field (which 
could have turned into a Wrigley Field-like 
situation, in which non-Red Sox landlords 
would control “seats” to games in buildings 
that look inside the park, perhaps even sell- 
ing access), and forced him onto a less desir- 
able space — space they control since the 
State gave it to them, gratis, behind closed 
doors, because, well, they’re the Red Sox. 

As it happens, most of what the Sox own- 
ers Now want coincides with what the other 
stakeholders in the area want: a clean, 
thriving, pedestrian-friendly, T-accessible 
neighborhood of big buildings, small shops, 
and sufficient parking. And so the plans to 
transform the neighborhood have been em- 
braced, or at least accepted, by Boston Uni- 
versity, neighborhood activist groups, state 
government via the Massachusetts Turnpike 

Authority, city government via the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority (BRA), and the 
state legislature in the form of transporta- 
tion-improvement funds. 

“It’s fascinating — there really is a lot of 
interest in cooperating with each other,” 
says Pamela Beale, president of the Kenmore 
Association. “It’s a lot of big, powerful peo- 
ple. You expect to see these 800-pound goril- 
las wrestling with each other, but the goril- 
las are all sitting around a table talking.” 

Fascinating, too, is the question of 
who’s likely to move into the made-over 
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*hood, why, and to what effect on the city’s 
culture at large. 


LONG TIME COMING 

The transformation of the neighborhood 
was set in motion four years ago, when the 
BRA, working with neighborhood groups, 
rezoned the area to encourage development 
— with or without the stadium, the future 
of which was still in flux at the time. Old 
rules had severely restricted building height 
and resident density. So, for example, the 
block of upper Boylston that is home to a 
Burger King, a parking lot, a Domino’s, a 
souvenir shop, and the Baseball Tavern has 
probably been used as profitably as possible, 
given the old zoning rules. 

“It’s amazing that it’s sat undeveloped for 
so long,” developer Steven Samuels says of 
upper Boylston. The same can be said of the 
entire area around Fenway Park, which con- 
sists primarily of surface parking lots and 
small office buildings — most of which cur- 
rently display prominent “for lease” signs 
even as nearby medical facilities are search- 
ing for clinical and administrative space. 
Even the prominently located Landmark 
Center — formerly Sears and Roebuck — sat 
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vacant for years, before finally being reincar- 
nated as a general-purpose complex complete 
with office space, restaurants, a movie the- 
ater, and “destination” stores like Best Buy. 

Under the new zoning rules, the block 
that contains Burger King and the Baseball 
Tavern, for instance, can, and will, be the 
site of a 14-story building with 210 apart- 
ments and condos, 85,000 square feet of 
office space, and 25,000 square feet of street- 
level retail stores — plus an underground 
293-Car garage. 

“The new zoning makes the land valu- 
able enough for developers to buy and tear 
down the one-story buildings,” says 
Samuels, whose group just received BRA ap- 
proval for that development, to be called 1330 
Boylston, last month. 

Samuels predicts that 3000 new residen- 
tial units will open in the area within the 
next four years; he and his group are already 
building the Trilogy high-rise apartments up 
the street, across from the Star Market 
(which Samuels once tried to buy to build yet 
another residential high-rise, he says. They 
also hope to build a towering, thin structure 
reminiscent of New York” Flatiron Building 
at the tip of Boylston and Brookline, where a

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D’Angelo Sandwich Shop is now, and anoth- 
er residential high-rise displacing the 
Goodyear tire store and a parking garage be- 
hind it. The parmership owns rights to de- 
velop the “Point” parcel, and owns the park- 
ing garage but not the Goodyear — yet. 
They’re working on it, Samuels confirms. 

Assuming those buildings fill with 
people, “retailers that have long neglected 
this area will get excited about coming 
here,” he says. 

That’s how the Red Sox see it too. “An 
area that has been sleepy at best will become 
one of the brightest areas of the city,” says 
the Sox’ Smith. 

Close to Longwood, BU, Northeastern, 
the Museum of Fine Arts, Berklee, Back Bay, 
South End, and Brookline Village, this en- 
tire neighborhood could, if developed prop- 
erly, be home to an army of young profes- 
sionals living, eating, shopping, and seek- 
ing entertainment. Moreover, if those peo- 
ple do move in, an array of restaurants, 
shops, and other businesses could be mak- 
ing money off them. 

So who’s likely to live in all this new resi- 
dential space? Many of the new residents 
could be drawn by the easy walking distance 


to Longwood Medical Area (LMA), which 
employs 37,000 people — soon to be 47,000. 
Harvard, for instance, has already reserved a 
block of apartments in Trilogy, the first 
building going up. “Over the next 10 years, 
the institutions — not just the medical insti- 
tutions but the colleges in the Fenway — all 
have plans for increasing the research that’s 
done and the number of people coming,” 
says Marilyn Swartz-Lloyd, president of 
MASCO (Medical Academic and Scientific 
Community Organization Inc.), which rep- 
resents 21 institutions in the Fenway. 

Put simply, the Fenway — where less 
than 10 percent of 33,000 current residents 
live in homes they own, the lowest rate in 
the city — plans to avoid the inevitable creep 
of gentrification by the accelerated develop- 
ment of block after block of new, high-end 
housing. Just 10 percent of the units in these 
new residential towers will be “affordable” 
and even those will be pricey, since the medi- 
an area income used to calculate “affordable” 
includes Brookline, and thus skews higher 
than decidedly lower-income Fenway itself. 
“We’ve been frustrated that there haven’t 
been more ambitious requirements for af- 
fordability,” says Carf'Nagy Koechlin, execu- 
tive director of the nonprofit Fenway Com- 
munity Development Corporation. 

Already the neighborhood is showing 
signs of change, from the Landmark Center 
on one end, to the Hotel Commonwealth 
with its upscale restaurants and bars on the 
other. BU, which controls property all around 
Kenmore Square, has been active in improv 
ing that space, says Beale. By the ballpark, 
the model has been set by the Game On! 
restaurant/pub, developed by the Sox and 
Lansdowne mogul Patrick Lyons. Even some 
Lansdowne Street clubs — the Tiki Room, 
Game On!, and Jillian’s — have started open 
ing for lunch and/or dinner. And now, as 
visions of new prosperity in the Fenway 


dance in everyone's heads, reports have it 
that the local watering hole, the Cask 'n 
Flagon, located on the North corner of 
Brookline Avenue and Lansdowne Street, 
is headed for the Boston Licensing Board 
next week with plans for just what the 
neighborhood needs — another vast new 
bar, replete with a roof-deck. At the same 
time, colleges like BU and Northeastern are 
pulling some of the 110,000 college students 
living within two miles of Kenmore Square 
out of the neighborhoods and into campus 
housing. Even Wentworth, once strictly a 
commuter school, just completed a dorm to 
house 363 students. 

“The universities were pushed by the 
city, appropriately, to build more dorms on 
campus,” says Bill McQuillan, president of 
Boylston Properties. “The West Fenway has 
been cleaned up,” from when it was domi- 
nated by college students, he says. 


PLAYING NICE — FOR NOW 

For its part, the Red Sox will shape the devel- 
opment of the other half of Boylston Street, 
in ways they have not revealed and probably 
have not yet decided. The team has bought 
the upper Boylston McDonald’s, Sophia’s, 
and the WBCN building, and is negotiating with 
Sage & Company to co-develop a hotel to replace 
the old Howard Johnson’s Motor Lodge. 

With its hands in all those properties — 
along with the recently purchased Town 
Taxi building and the team parking lot on 
Brookline Avenue — the Sox will be able to 
dictate, in large measure, development 
nearest the ballpark. 

The Sox stood fast against developer John 
Rosenthal’s original plans for One Kenmore, 
which included two high-rise buildings over 
the Mass Pike’s “Parcel 8,” directly behind 
Lansdowne Street. It’s not just that the CITGO 
sign would have disappeared from Fenway’s 
view; so would a lot of that postcard-perfect 
blue sky beyond left field. And the Sox proba- 
Continued on p 28 
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bly weren’t too keen on seeing dozens of 
apartments with, essentially, free upper- 
deck luxury-box seating for every game. 

The impasse between the Red Sox and 
Rosenthal broke this spring in a sudden 
burst of cooperative problem-solving, 
which participants credit in large part to 
Menino pressuring the two sides to work 
things out. The One Kenmore Citizens Ad- 
visory Committee, appointed by Menino, 
proposed a surprisingly simple answer: the 
Red Sox could give Rosenthal the team’s de 
facto rights to Parcel 7, on the other side of 
Brookline Avenue near Yawkey Station, to 
build his high-rises, and he would agree to 
limit the height of buildings on Parcel 8. 
Problem solved. 

“The Red Sox had been a major oppo- 
nent of what I was trying to do, and are 
now a Major proponent,” Rosenthal says. 

Whether it was really 
that easy or not, and 
whether everyone is 
privately as happy with 
the solution as they 
claim to be, it ended the 
logjam. Rosenthal’s ar- 
chitects are drawing up 
the final plans. 

As for Fenway Park it- 
self, it is undergoing a 
$100 million-plus renova- 
tion that will increase 
seating capacity by 10 
percent. The Red Sox’ 
owners will also continue 
to improve services and 
the facilities. “We're tak- 
ing it back in time, re- 
moving some of what 
was done in the ’7os and 
’80s,” says Smith, who is 
best known for helping 
develop the Baltimore 
Oriole’s faux-old-timey 
ballpark at Camden 
Yards. The glassed-in 
.407 Club nee 600 Club 
disappears this off-sea- 
son. NESN and Red Sox 
offices will move out of 
the building, allowing 
for wider concourses and additional bath- 
rooms. The so-called “laundry building” 
behind the bleachers is under renovation, 
as is the corner building attached to the 
other side of the park. 

With all that expansion, the Sox desper- 
ately want transportation improvements: 
getting to and from Fenway Park was a 
problem when it seated barely 33,000; by 
next season capacity wili approach 39,000. 
And they got what they wanted in the state 
Senate’s $55 million infrastructure proposal, 
passed earlier this month. Nevertheless, 
transportation improvements are emerging 
as one of the few sources of discord among 
the 800-pound gorillas. 

Everyone wants to expand Yawkey Sta- 
tion, and everyone wants something done 
to improve the incessantly clogged — and 
confusing — Sears rotary. The consensus al- 
so supports sprucing up the Fenway D Line 
T stop, which is not nearly as dark, dank, 
and scary as it was before Landmark Center 
re-opened, but is still barely passable. “Peo- 
ple get off at Fenway once, and never 
again,” says Beale. 

With everyone agreed on so much, it 
surprised some, including Rosenthal, when 
Menino expressed concern about the Sen- 
ate’s plan. The mayor compiained that the 
Senate’s list of projects does not fully match 
up with what the Boston Transportation 
Department and the Kenmore Association 
say is needed in the neighborhood. 

“Some improvements help more than 
others,” says MASCO’s Swartz-Lloyd. She 
points out that more people come to work in 
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Longwood every day than attend a game on 
any given day at Fenway Park, and that 
some two million patients visit the area 
each year. The Senate package includes, for 
instance, improvements to Y vkey Way 
and Ipswich Street bordering the ballpark. 
Swartz-Lloyd would rather see improve- 
ments made to Ruggles Station, and the 
widening of Brookline Avenue and Boylston 
Street; the creation of a tunnel from Rug- 
gles Station under Longwood — a first link 
in an envisioned “urban ring” that would 
someday allow residents of Somerville, 
Everett, and Charlestown to commute easi- 
ly to Longwood — is her dream goal. 

The Boston Transportation Department 
(BTD) has long been working up plans to ease 
congestion on Brookline, Boylston, Audubon 
Circle on Beacon Street, and the Sears rotary, 
says Meredith Baumann, spokesperson for 
the BRA. The mayor wants the Senate’s 
package to reflect those 
plans, which include 
traffic-light improvements, 
peak-time parking restric- 
tions, and one-way traffic 
on some streets. 

“We're looking forward 
to working with the state 
on this,” Baumann says. 
Translation: the state does 
nothing in the city unilat- 
erally, so the Senate will 
have to accommodate the 
BTD’s input. 

But some neighborhood 
groups oppose BTD plans to 
ease congestion, which 
they fear could turn their 
streets, including both 
stretches of Park Drive, in- 
to dangerous, noisy, high- 
speed thoroughfares. “We 
don’t want Boylston to 
turn into a six-lane high- 
way,” says Bill Richardson, 
president of the Fenway 
Civic Association. Richard- 
son and others would like 
to see just the opposite: 
“neck-downs” and other 
means to slow traffic and 
improve pedestrian access. 

Similarly, some neighborhood activists 
want to discourage driving altogether by 
providing fewer parking spots. But busi- 
nesses want more, especially since many 
surface lots that currently litter the land- 
scape will vanish when new buildings are 
constructed on those properties. The garage 
advocates are winning, with plans now in- 
cluding two 9o0o0-car garages hidden within 
One Kenmore, over the turnpike. MASCO, 
which currently runs shuttle buses to sur- 
face lots, will operate those garages. Chil- 
dren’s Hospital plans to build a 650-car 
garage on a site it owns near Fenway Park. 

Despite disagreements on the details, 
reactions to the Senate plan and the Sox’ 
behavior have been generally positive — 
especially in comparison with the old Sox 
ownership, who successfully finagled an 
infrastructure plan (though never imple- 
mented), at twice the cost to taxpayers, 
which included snatching property (in- 
cluding the Phoenix building) for the team 
through eminent domain. “[The new Sen- 
ate proposal] appears to be infrastructure, 
and not corporate welfare like the package 
five years ago,” says Koechlin. 

The Red Sox certainly don’t want it 
viewed as welfare. “The $55 million [in the 
Senate bill] is really justified by virtue of 
the 84,000 jobs” in the Kenmore-Long- 
wood area, says Smith. As long as the team 
has a lot to say about howit’s spent. ©

Tibetan cuisine reaches tasty new heights 


Notes! 


Before Martsa on Elm, I had reviewed three Tibetan 
restaurants. And I’d come pretty close to saying 
that Tibetan culture had developed its spiritual side 
at the expense of its culinary one. The owners must 
have figured I was a Chinese agent come to make 
them miserable in exile. I'll probably be reborn as a 
chopping block, but the places I’d reviewed hadn’t 
measured up to my idea of what Tibetan food ought 
to be. Here’s a country stuck between China and In- 
dia, with great religious art and a highly developed 
culture of Buddhist meditation. Thai restaurants 
have played those cards well. But the Tibetan 
restaurants in greater Boston so far have reminded 
me only that Tibet is a high-altitude country stuck 
between China and India. Mountain food has to be 
filling and it has to be warming. It doesn’t have to 
be all that great, because the altitude and cold 
make everyone really hungry. As you might expect, 
Martsa has 11 soups. (As you might not expect, giv- 
en the Buddhist influence, the restaurant also has 
11 beef dishes. The Chinese don’t eat that much 
beef, and Indians even more emphatically avoid 
cow meat. Tibetans in Tibet and India don’t eat 
much beef, either. What they eat is yak meat. I’ve 
never had yak, but based on how Tibetan cooks ap- 
proach beef, I’m going to guess that free-range yak 
is a flavorful red meat.) 

But — you knew there was a “but” coming here, 
didn’t you? — Martsa, named after its owners, rais- 
es the bar. These second-generation Tibetan-Ameri- 
can restaurateurs have spiffed up some traditional 
dishes, added Indian-influenced dishes from their 
childhoods in the exile center of Dharamsala, In- 
dia, and even drawn on some Chinese cooking tech- 
niques. They’ve done more Americanizing than 


ttsa’s meat-and-starch cuisine ranges from stir-fry to spicy chili. 


simply substituting beef for yak, yet the food still is 
Tibetan in style, a meat-and-starch cuisine that 
middle Americans can get to like, if we can just get 
past names like “rhuichotsay” and “guzarelthuk.” 

Actually, those are pretty good soups, so don’t go 
past them too quickly. Rhuichotsay ($3.50) is a clear 
beef broth full of beefy dumplings like smaller, 
looser Peking ravioli, not to mention peas, tofu, 
and vegetables. Even heartier is the curried lentil 
soup ($2.25), with a dry, fenugreek-inflected curry 
flavor that suits the earthiness of lentils very well. 

The canonical Tibetan appetizer is momos, beef 
dumplings good enough to make the bistro menu at 
Tremont 647. At Martsa they come in a bamboo 
steamer — eight or 10 of them, swirled like little 
macaroons — as thick pasta around a good beefy 
filling, with a fine soy dip. 

For main dishes, my favorite was chicken chili 
($8.95), which is not the Texan idea of chicken chili 
at all. It’s a stir-fry of various peppers and onions 
with pieces of batter-fried chicken, and some hot 
chili-pepper pieces. It’s like a less goopy and hotter 
version of General Gau’s chicken, a favorite of 
suburban teenagers. Another really good dish is 
amdo-tsel ($9.25), cubes of beef with caramelized 
onions in another curry with a dry aftertaste, alto- 
gether remarkably like the beef rendang in 
Malaysian restaurants. 

Among vegetarian dishes, who could resist “Ma- 
jestic Vegetables with feta cheese” ($8.95)? Certain- 
ly not I, and some of the vegetables were in fact ma- 
jestic: excellent stir-fried beans, asparagus, and 
cauliflower. The feta cheese is warmed up, too, and 
therefore less assertive than on, say, a Greek salad. 
Or you could have the vegetarian chocho ($8), a 


dish of somewhat greasy noodles with a soy- 
flavored stir-fry of onions and peppers, as well as 
carrots and beans. This dish is also made with 
chicken, beef, or tofu. 

With the dishes you will want rice. The basic 
steamed rice ($2) is beautifully made, super-long- 
grain basmati, as fine as Persian rice. Among the 
various breads, kokun-bhakleb ($1.25) is described 
as a homemade Tibetan-style yeast bread. It hasa 
good crust and arrives very hot, and stays hot fora 
long time. You can see why Tibetans might like to 
have a few of these around the table on a cold, 
windy night. 

Martsa has no liquor license and is happily un- 
concerned about diners bringing their own bottles 
of wine. This used to be a great way to enjoy really 
fine wine at a more affordable price, and I can re- 
member a wine-loving colleague who would always 
quiz me about possible “brown-bagging” places. 
With all the beef on the menu, your best bet is a 
rough, young red wine, of which a nearby package 
store supplied a very decent Argentine malbec. Var- 
ious Tibetan drinks are available. For a cold night, 
“hot lime” ($1.25) is like hot water with a lime 
squeezed in, then sweetened. For a hot day, “lime 
soda” has the salty-piquant quality of the southeast 
Asian drinks made from pickled limes. You can try 
hot buttered tea if you like, but I’m saving it for 
when I climb Mount Everest and it will be really good. 

Martsa’s desserts are good even near sea level, 
however. The pick of the flight is bhagmatsu 
($2.50), a loose pudding of dough dumplings in 
sweetened milk with the flavor of French toast — 
comforting at any altitude. Daysil ($2.75) is a milky 
rice pudding with saffron (not too much) and raisins. 
Chura momo ($2.25) is a couple dumplings of sweet 
cheese, again a hearty sweet after a hearty meal. 

Service at Martsa is very good, a little jaded 
about people trying to pronounce the names of 
dishes, but cheered up by good eaters. The interior 
of the small storefront has been brightly painted in 
turquoise and orange, indicating that Howard 
Johnson must have been Tibetan in some previous 
life. The colors are bright, but acceptable in context 
with selected decorative pieces. Some early visitors 
wondered how a Tibetan restaurant would survive 
in Davis Square, which has two highly decorated 
Indian restaurants. The answer is lower prices, 
fewer spices, and good karma. ©

It also sneaks in some non-Asian 
dishes that fit the flavor profile, 
like Cajun chicken and an Italian 
cassata ice-cream dessert. But 
you must have the cauliflower 
dishes, the tandoori meats, and 
the rich, signature kundan kaaliya 
lamb stew, as well as sheerwal 
bread and mango lassi (for 
dessert). Very cool tone, in an in- 
formal way.

It’s Thanksgiving again, time to 
celebrate the abundant autumn 
harvest. But when you're carv- 
ing the turkey this year, don't 
thank The Maker just for squast 
and maize. Raise a glass to the 
bumper crop of hops as well. 

Each year, Samuel Adams 
founder jim Koch travels to 
Bavaria’s Hallertau region, long 
renowned for its Noble hops, to 
hand-select the best and fresh- 
est examples of the Hallertau 
Mittelfruh variety for his beers 
This fall, he’s decided to craft a 
limited-edition brew that show- 
cases the ingredient’s flavor and 
aroma. So he tossed “enormous, 
almost reckless” quantities of 
hops into the kettle, and got to 
work. The result is unlike any- 
thing Boston Beer Company has 
ever brewed: a mouth-puckering 
hop-head’s heaven 

The Imperial Pilsner is a sel- 
dom-seen style. Even though 


it’s a lager, it’s similar in effect 
to an iber-hoppy ale like a dou- 
ble IPA. Poured into a pilsner 
glass, cloudy and orange-gold, it 
exudes a heavy hops presence 
before giving forth a penetrat- 
ing piney/grassy/citrusy aroma. 
The hops, while never overpow- 
ering or out of whack compared 
to the restrained malt character, 
own this beer. Smooth and 
almost creamy, this a bracing 
and bitter brew, weighing in at a 
whopping 110 International 
Bitterness Units. (At 8.8 percent 
ABY, it’s potent, too.) 

Samuel Adams Imperial! 
Pilsner can hold its own with 
your regal Thanksgiving repast, 
and with all kinds of hearty food 
as the nights grow longer and 
colder.
